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CARLISLE BILL MODIFIED 
Some Amendments Which the Com- 
mittee Proposes. 

MANY IDEAS ON CURRENCY REFORM

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—There is not 
much doubt that the Banking and Currency 
Committee of the House will report on 
Monday a currency bill, and that it will 
be the Carlisle bill slightly amended. The 
only amendments .thus far proposed to be 
adopted are those requiring the State 
banks to comply with the demands of the 
Treasury as to security before they shall be 
permitted to issue circulating notes, and 
the prohibition to State banks of the issue 
of notes of less than $10. The security re- 
quired is to be that of the safety fund al- 
ready suggested, and the idea of the com- 
mittee is that the amendments to be made 
will put the State banks and the national 
banks on the same footing. 

Mr. Walker of the committee, who has a 
plan which he regards as a superior one, 
manifests a good deal of feeling in the com- 
mittee meetings at the prospect of action, 
and his opposition leads him into exhibi- 
tions of ill temper that are rather more 
than usually objectionable to the committee 
and its witnesses. He does not treat his 
own witnesses a particle better than wit- 
nesses who disagree with him. 

Mr. Ripley of the Boston Hide and Leath- 
er Bank dwelt to-day upon the objection- 
ableness of permitting State banks to issue 
notes different in design from those of the 
national banks, and doubted whether the 
State banks would be able to get their notes 
into wide circulation if the system under 
which they were to be issued was not as 
sound as the national bank system. An in- 
teresting witness was C. C. Jackson 
Boston, who recommended a plan involving 
the monthly destruction of $4,000,000 of 
greenbacks and Treasury notes, beginning 
Jan. 1, the Treasury to buy up these notes 
by an issue of bonds at 2% per cent. 

3efore the session of the committee be- 
gan this morning Mr. Walker (Rep., 
Mass.,) urged a reconsideration of the 
agreement reached at the executive ses- 
sion yesterday that a meeting of the com- 
mittee should be held to-morrow night to con- 
sider and report upon a bill to be presented 
to the House. 

Mr. Walker protested against any time 
Hmit, and particularly against undue haste 
in reporting a bil. He thought that the 
Carlisle bill had been drawn hastily, and 
that full consideration should be given to 
whatever measure it was decided to report. 
Mr. Walker’s motion was lost by a strict 
party vote, Messrs. Springer, Cox, Ellis, 
Cobb, Warner, Sperry, and Black (Ga.) vot- 
ing in the negative, and Walker, 
Brosius, and Johnson (Iind.) in the affirm- 
ative. 

Ex-Congressman A. J. Warner of Ohio, 
President of the Bimetallic League, was the 
first person to address the committee. He 
gave an exhaustive review of the currency 
situatian and eriticiset Secretary Carlisle’s 
financial plan. The attempt to maintain 
a gold standard by giving the banks con- 
trol of the currency he pronounced to be 
preposterous and out of place in the ad- 
vanced knowledge of the ninteenth century. 
The way to maintain a gold standard was 
to restrict circulation. Anything that would 
tend to raise prices would operate to ex- 
pel goid. 

“You can’t have currency expansion anda 
gold standard in this country at the same 
time,”’ he said. ‘If it were made profitable 
to the banks to issue the proposed currency, 
they would do it; if it were not made profit- 
able, they would not do it; that is the 
fatal defect of the proposition advanced.” 

Mr. Cobb of Alabama informed Mr. War- 
ner that he had torn down, but had not 
built up; in other words, what suggestions 
would he offer to remedy existing condi- 
tions? 

Mr. Warner answered that he would sub- 
ject the supply of money to the same 
laws that govern the supply of everything 
else. He would also separate the issue of 
money from the banks and from all private 
parties, giving the Government only the 
right of issue. 

Chairman Springer placed before the com- 
mittee letters from Henry W. Cannon, Presi- 
dent of the Chase National Bank of New- 
York, and ex-Secretary of the Treasury 
Charles S. Fairchild, regretting their ina- 
bility to appear. Mr. Fairchild has a cold. 

Enoch Pratt, the venerable Baltimore 
banker, and one of the advocates of the 
Baltimore plan, gave his experience with 
banking institutions during the past seven- 
ty years. He said he believed that the re- 
tirement of greenbacks from circulation 
would not be the basis for a sound banking 
system. He did not believe it was desirable 
to retire greenback circulation. He would 
have the Government increase it. 

When Mr. Pratt had finished, Mr. Warner 
was recalled and asked a number of ques- 
tions. He said that if the plans proposed 
by Secretary Carlisle, the Baltimore con- 
vention and others, were carried into effect, 
he would make all issues legal tender. He 
would have nothing in circulation as money 
that vas not legal tender. In his opinion, 
the effect of enacting one of these systems 
would be a general rise in prices of commod- 
ities, except in products that depend for 
a market on foreign demand, like cotton 
and wheat. Gold prices abroad would rise, 
and a depreciation of cur currency as com- 
pared with that of other places would oc- 
cur. Undoubtedly, said Mr. Warner, gold 
would go to a premium, after a while, but 
there ultimately would be a smash, 

A. L. Ripley, Vice President of the Hide 
and Leather Bank of: Beston, .character- 
ized the present issue of demand notes by 
the Government as vicious. No first-class 
power had seen fit to follow this system. 
England, France, and Germany leave such 
matters to the banks. Our Government pa- 
per furnished an unelastic currency, and 
the question was, Can we furnish a safe 
substitute for it, which will allow the Gov- 
ernment to go out of the banking business? 
The banks, he held, could have better as- 
sets than Government bonds—forms of bus- 
iness securities. These would be better 
security for their notes. 

As to the Carlisle plan, he thought that 
Sections 10 and 11, dealing with State 
banks, were faulty, and he could not ap- 
prove the bill with these sections in their 
present form. The door to counterfeiting 
was thrown very widely open under Sec- 
tion 11. Under it banks could print coun- 
terfeit notes in one section of the coun- 
try and circulate them in another section 
before the matter was found out. This 
was a possibility which raised a very seri- 
ous question. Under the bill, as drawn, he 
thought that notes issued by State banks 
could be discredited. At the outset there 
would be a discrimination between them 
and the notes of national banks.

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|CARS STOPPED IN WASHINGTON DEFAULTER SEELY IN JAIL 


Metropolitan Street Railroad Employes 


Strike—Cars Lifted Off the Tracks 
in Spite of Police. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The employes 
of the Metropolitan Street Railroad Com- 
pany, which traverses the best residential 
part of the city, and communicates with the 
Capitol, went on a strike about 4 P. M. 
to-day at the time of heaviest traffic, when 
thousands of Government clerks were on 
the way to their homes. 

The strike was brought about by a noti- 
fication given the drivers and conductors 
last night that their wages would be cut 
down from $2.08 per day to $1.68. 

All the streets traversed by the road were 
soon blocked, with driverless cars. The 
President of the company came to the 
scene, and byethreats and entreaties man- 
aged to get the cars going. 

The crowd became somewhat disorderly, 
and surged around the leading car, until 
the police used force to clear the streets. 


A patrol wagon was called out and drove 
through the street to keep a clearing. 

Two stalwart men men rushed to the 
front car and lifted it off the track. This 
seemed to be a signal for more such work. 
All the way down the streets, cars were 
ee from the track and placed at various 
angies. 

The crowd sympathized with the strikers, 
and when President Phillips appeared along 
the tracks, he was greeted with hoots and 
jeers. 

The road remained blocked for several 
hours, but late to-night a compromise was 
effected, and to-morrow the men will go to 
work again. They will receive $1.75 for a 
day’s work of twelve hours. 


MIDGELEY PUT IN A TOMBS CELL 


AUDITOR OF THE LONG ISLAND 
RAILROAD IS HIS ACCUSER. 


Ex-President of the Insolvent Ameri- 
ean Casualty Insurance Company 
Charged with Grand Larceny. 


William E. Midgeley, former President of 
the insolvent American Casualty Insurance 
Company of Baltimore and Vice President 
of the American Steam Boiler Insurance 
Company of this city, was arraigned be- 
fore Justice Grady in the Tombs Police 
Court yesterday, and held in default of 
$20,000 bail on a charge of grand larceny. 

The charge is made by Johannes Carl- 
sen of 19 East One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth Street, the Auditor of the Long Island 
Railroad. In his affidavit, Carlsen says 
the American Casualty Insurance and Se- 
curity Company of Baltimore, Md., became 
insolvent Nov. 23, with liabilities exceeding 
the assets by $2,000,000. There were not, 
he claims, enough assets to pay creditors 
20 cents on the dollar. 

The office of the company was at 79 
John Street. Severn B. Sharpe was ap- 
pointed receiver for the New-York branch 
of the company. The failure of the con- 
cern, Mr. Carlsen charges, was due to 
“wrongful, negligent, and fraudulent offi- 
cers and Directors, especially William E. 
Midgeley.”’ 

The Long Island Railroad was a creditor 
of the company to the extent of $116,000. 
The particular transaction upon which 
Carlsen caused Midgeley’s arrest was the 
taking of $21,000 of the company’s money 
to bolster up the American Steam Boiler 
Insurance Company. 

Midgeley, he alleges, went, May 1, 1893, 
to John W. Taylor of Beecher, Schenck & 
Co., tte general managers of the Ameri- 
can Casualty Insurance and Security .Com- 
pany, and said the Steam Boiler Company 
needed $21,000. Beecher, Schenck & Co, 
had on hand about $120,000 of the com- 
pany’s money, collected by them for pre- 
miums, and they gave to him a check on 
the Southern National Bank, payable to the 
company’s order. He returned the following 
day, it is claimed, and asked that the check 
be made payable to him personally. This 
was done. Then, it is alleged, he deposited 
it to the credit of the American Steam 
Boiler Insurance Company in the Chatham 
3ank. The money has never been re- 
turned, it is charged. 

Midgeley is forty-nine years old, and was 
arrested at 76 Clarke Street, Brooklyn, 
where he lived. He said in court that he 
was not guilty, and could easily prove his 
innocence. He was unable to furnish bail, 
and was locked up.

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ELEVEN PERSONS BITTEN BY A DOG 


Fear of Hydrophobia Causes Excite- 
ment in Mount Vernon, Ohio. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—Eleven persons who 
were bitten by a dog in Mount Vernon, 
Ohio, last Saturday night, arrived in the 
city to-day to receive the Pasteur treat- 
ment for hydrophobia. The brute attacked 
twenty persons before being shot, but only 
eleven were bitten. They are Mrs. Tab- 
itha Van Rhoder, John W.._Brown, John 
Bunnell, Columbus Mitchell, James H. 
Parke, Edward Singer, Fleming Jackson, 
colored; Earl H. Davis, Sherman Chase, 
Gordon and Willie Wolfe. 

Mrs. William Wolfe came with her sons, 
Willie being only five years old. 

The Town Council held a special meeting 
and appropriated the money necessary for 
the journey here to be inoculated at the 
Pasteur Institute. The virus from the spine 
of a rabbit which had died of hydrophobia 


was injected by Dr. Antonio Lagecrio, a 
graduate of the Milan Institute. It will be 
repeated twice a day for five days, and 
once a day for two more. Some were badly 
bitten in several places. 

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Dec. 14.—Intensity has 
been added to the excitement at Mount 
Vernon over the rabid dog scare. A Scotch 
poodle which was bitten, and which had 
been kept confined thereafter, died last 
night with every symptom of hydrophobia. 

Two dogs which were bitten were brought 
to this city late this afternoon for examina- 
tion at the Ohio State University Veteri- 
nary Hospital.

HE COULD NOT GET $25,000 BAIL 


The Man Who Stole $351,000 Is Spe- 
cifically Charged with Taking 
$5,080—He Was Prepared 
for a $10,000 Bond. 


Samuel C. Seely, the Shoe and Leather 
Bank embezzler, arrived in this city at 6:30 
last night in the custody of United States 
Marshal Arnold of Chicago and Detective 
Nugent of the New-York Central Office. 
With them was President Crane of the Shoe 
und Leather Bank. 

He was met at Jersey City by United 
States Marshal McCarty and Deputy United 
States Marshal Bostwick. 

There were at least 200 persons in the sta- 
tion, in Jersey City, when the Chicago lim- 
ited came in at 6:22. Among those on the 
platform were Frank W. Angel, Seely’s 
counsel. 

As Seely and his guardians descended 
from the car the embezzler, who carried a 
valise, seemed to be the coolest and most 
collected of the party. He was smoking a 
cigar. The greeting between him and his 
counsel was hearty, but was confined to a 
hand-shake and a statement from Seely 
that he was feeling unusually well. Then 
the little procession moved down the plat- 
form, surrounded by a crowd, to the pas- 
sage leading to the upper deck of the ferry- 
boat, and five minutes later Seely was on 
his way to New-York. 

The time of his arrival here not being gen- 
erally known, the crowd which gathered 
at the Post Office Building to meet the 
coach which conveyed him thither from 
the ferryboat was comparatively small. 
Its members displayed such aggressiveness, 
however, in pushing and jostling each »ther 
to catch a sight of the prisoner that it was 
with difficulty he could be conveyed to 
the front entrance of the building. He was 
immediately taken to the Marsha}’s office, 
where he remained until the arrival of 
United States Commissioner Shields. 

Deputy United States Marshal Kennedy 
ushered the prisoner into the Commission- 
er’s office promptly at 7 o’clock, and the 
indictment was read to him. The bank 
officials had made the statement that Seely 
had taken about $351,000, but the specific 
charge to which he was called to plead 
was the theft of $5,080. The divisions are: 
False entry, by altering the books of the 
bank and giving false credit to Raker; 
and abstraction, by converting the bank’s 
funds to his own use. The dates and the 
amounts named in the two charges are the 
same. The false entries were in the deal- 
ers’ ledger. The entries for each charge in 
the indictment are: Nov. 2, $960; Nov. 5, 
$620; Nov. 8, $3,500. 

Seely listened calmly to the reading of 
the indictment. He wore a neat cutaway 
coat and trousers of black cloth, well-pol- 
ished shoes, turned-down collar, black neck- 
tie, and a long ulster. He toyed nervously 
with his hat, alternately transferring it 
from one hand to another, and his face, 
which was very pale, expressed great un- 
easiness. His former light-brown” mustache 
had been dyed black, .but the natural color 
is now visible in several places. The oues- 
tion of bail was thé only one considered. 

‘The only thing I can do,” said Com- 
missioner Shields, after he had read the 
indictment, ‘‘is to put the prisoner under a 
special bond,” and, turning to Lawyer An- 
gel, he asked him what bond he: wished 
to give for the defendant. 

“Three thousand dollars,” replied the 
lawyer. Assistant District Attorney Mott 
said that such an amount was absurd for 
the offense, and he asked for a bond of 
$30,000. 

“That is very excessive,’ said Mr. An- 
gel, ‘‘ and in fixing the amount of this bon’ 
I submit to the Commissioner,several points 
for consideration. in the first place, the of- 
fense committed comes under the head 
merely of misdemeanors. Then the amount 
involved is only $5,080, and it is reasonable 
to suppose that a bail of $3,000 is sufficient 
to prevent the prisoner escaping.” 

“It has been customary,’ replied. the 
Commissioner, ‘“‘in this district to fix the 
bail in such cases at $25,000, and that, 
therefore, will be the amount,”’ 

Seely was taken vack to the United States 
Marshal’s office, where, for half an hour, 
he remained in, close conversation with 
relatives and friends..He seemed some- 
what relieved after his arraignment was 
over, and several times smiled as he talked. 

He asked about his wife and family. He 
was told that his wife felt better since his 
arrest, which had lessened the suspense 
from which she had suffered. He was not, 
however, told that she was suffering from 
nervous prostration, and the doctors had 
not pronounced her out of danger. 

The only time Seely showed any emotion 
was when he bade good-bye to United 
States Marshal Arnold, who had accompa- 
nied him from Chicago. Seely thanked the 
Marshal several times for the kind treat- 
ment he had received. He also shook hands 
with President John M. Crane, the only 
one of the bank officials who was present. 

Immediately after the hearing Lawyer 
Angel left, presumably for the purpose of 
procuring bail, but his errand was useless. 
In conversation with a reporter for The 
New-York Times he said: 

“TI defy any one to produce a case on 
record where a man was indicted for steal- 
ing $5,080 and was held under $25,000 bail. 
It has been fixed in this case simply by pub- 
lic opinion. 

‘**A man visited my office this afternoon 
and offered to go $10,000 on Seely’s bail, 
merely on account of his poor wife and 
children, and I fully expected the Com- 
missioner to limit the bail to that amount.” 

Seely was taken to the Ludlow Street 
Jail to await trial. 


Valentine’s Bucket Shop Raided. 


Ww. D. Valentine, the  bucket-shop 
keeper, who was an unwilling witness be- 
fore the Lexow committee, was arrested 
yesterday by Acting Capt. Hogan of the 
Old Slip Police Station, and arraigned in 
the Tombs Court. He was paroled for ex- 
amination in the custody of his attorney. 

The complainant was Isidore Stern of 122 
Sussex Street, Jersey City, who alleged 
that he had been swindled out of $20. 

Valentine was one of the men expelled 
from the Consolidated Exchange on Thurs- 
day. The Stearns Commission Agency, 
with. which he had been connected, was 
closed in October, on the day he exposed it 
in testimony before the Lexow committee. 
It resumed business yesterday, with Valen- 
tine on hand to help manage it. His arrest 
did not interrupt its cheerful operations, 
and gamblers who wished to bet on its 
tape quotations were accommodated all

EMILY SUFFERN CAUGHT STEALING 


She Had a Muff Full of Small Silverware, 
but Was Not Held Because She 
Is a Kleptomaniae, 


Emily Suffern, twenty-four years old, 
was a prisoner in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court yesterday morning on a charge 
of stealing over $40 worth of silverware. 

Miss Suffern was arrested late Thursday 
afternoon in Stern Brothers’ store, in West 
Twenty-third Street, by a policeman who 
was detailed from the Central Office to 
watch the store during the holjdays. He 
saw her acting in a suspicious manner, he 
claims, and followed her about the place 
from counter to counter. 

The policeman says he saw the young 
woman ‘take a quantity of goods frum dif- 
ferent counters, and that he arrested her 
on the order of Mr. Stern. Miss Suffern 
fainted when she was told she was arrested 
for stealing. She was taken into a rear 
room and Mr. Stern was summoned. He 
said he did not know her, and added that 
he wished to make a compiaint against her. 

In the meantime her muff had been exam- 
ined, and over $40 worth of small s.lver- 
ware found in it. There were nail polishers 
and files, cigarette cases, nail brushes, 
and manicure implements of all kinds. 

When the case came up before Justice 
Voorhis, Detective Casey of Stern Brothers 
refused to make a complaint. He made 
affidavit that the young woman was a 
kleptomaniac, and that for many years she 
had been ander the care of physicians. 
When the case was finally called, Miss 
Suffern walked up to the stand as calmly 
and as quietly as if nothing at all out of the 
way had occurred. She told the Justice she 
had nothing to say. 

* But,” said Justice Voorhis, ‘‘ you are 
brought here on a very serious charge. 
Have you nothing to say to it?’’ 

“Well,” said the young woman, ‘I did 
not realize what I was doing. I did not 
mean to steal.’ 

Justice Voorhis told Miss Suffern that if 
she ever came before him again he would 
not allow the charge to be withdrawn. She 
then left the courtroom, crying. 


GOLD SHIPMENTS 


10 EUROPE 


ON TO-DAY’S STEAMSHIPS $3,800,000 
WILL BE CARRIED AWAY. 


Figuring on Rates of Forcign

Exchange—Treasury 


Withdrawals of gold from the Sub-Treas- 
ury yesterday reduced the Treasury gold re- 
serve to $97,138,000. The amount taken 
out was $3,000,000 by gold shippers, and 
an additional amount, probably about $1,5°0,- 
000, the destination of which was not stat- 
ed. Some of it seems to have been in- 
tended for bank vaults, a few bankers hav- 
ing evidently concluded that it is time to 
fortify themselves for another bond issue. 

To-day’s steamers will carry $3,800,000 
gold to Europe. Lazard Fréres will send 
$1,500,000; Hoskier, Wood & Co., $800,000; 
Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co., $500,000; 
Baring, Magoun & Co., $500,000, and Heid- 
elbach, Ickelheimer & Co., $500,000. The 
last-named firm obtained $1,000,000, intend- 
ing to ship all of it. Kidder, Peabody & 
Co. canceled an engagement for $500,000. If 
plans had been carried out, to-day’s ship- 
ments would have reached $4,800,000. 

The reason the full amount planned wil 
not go is that rates of foreign exchange 
are at a point that minimizes profit. Ex- 
planation has been made in The New-York 
Times of the elements of calculation that 
enter into the gold movement. The new 
conditions make figuring on exchange much 
closer than formerly, and upset formulae 


heretofore regarded as standard. With $4.89 
the lowest rate at which gold weighing 
53.70 ounces per $1,000 can be shipped to 
England, the expectation that rates would 
touch that figure prompted engagements. 

It is hardly probable that gold would have 
been sent to England, even at $4.89, for the 
price in France is a trifle better than in 
England just now. But calculations are 
more readily made in ounces and pounds 
sterling than in kilograms and francs, and 
the English rate served as a guide. Instead 
of advancing yesterday to $4.89, as it was 
expected to do, it declined to $4.85% under 
offerings of cotton bills. This doubtless 
accounted in part for the change of plans. 
Shippers feared that the decline would ex- 
tend to French exchange, and the margin 
vas too small for the risk. : 

France will get very good coin by to-day’s 
shipments. The close figuring of shippers 
has led to most careful selections of metal. 
They have had nearly $10,000,000 from 
which to pick out what they will send. The 
Treasury reserve one week ago yesterday 
stood at $106,821,000. Heavy withdrawals 
began Monday. Since then shippers have 
been sorting and weighing. It is safe to 
say that of yesterday’s withdrawals of 
$3,000,000 only so much will be sent away 
as will average at least 53.70 ounces per 
$1,000. Some of it_ will probably weigh 
more, It weighs 53.75 ounces when it comes

to France is complicated. While English 
exchange shows the relation of dollars to 
pounds, French exchange givesthe relation o 
francs to dollars.

that rates of exchange would work in 
their favor while the gold is in transit.

DEATH OF GEN. JOSIAH PORTER 


Stricken with Apoplexy on the Elevated 
Railroad, He Received No Care 
from Its Employes. “ 


Adjt. Gen. Josiah Porter of the State Na- 
ticnal Guard, who was stricken with apo- 
plexy Wednesday, died at 10:30 last night. 

The General seemed to be in the best of 
health when he was stricken, shortly after 
leaving the banquet given at Jaeger’s, Mad- 
ison Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street, by 
Company G of the Seventh Regiment, which 
he attended as a guest of honor. He sat 
through the vaudeville show which fol- 
lowed the banquet, and not until he had 
reached an elevated car was there any. hint 
of the impending stroke. 

C. J. Leach of The Army and Navy Jour- 
nal was in company with the Adjutant Gen- 
eral when he was stricken. 

“The General,” said . Mr. Leach, “and 
myself started home from Jaeger’s alittle 
before 2 o’clock A. M. We took the Third 
Avenue up-town train at Fifty-ninth Street 
for our homes in Harlem. 

“Shortly after entering the car the Gen- 
eral was stricken. His words became un- 
intelligible. His limbs stiffened, and it was 
as much as I could do to prevent his 
slipping to the floor. I held him in his 
seat, and at One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street, which was the station where we 
wanted to get off, my charge was utterly 
helpless, and I had to appeal for assist- 
ance to the guard in order to remove him 
from the car. 


“The train moved on, and I was left 
alone with the General, who was left lying 
on the platform near the edge. I asked 
the ticket chopper to help me carry the 
Genera! to the waiting room. The man re- 
fused. He said something about the help- 
less officer ‘having a ‘load,’ which I in- 
dignantly denied. 1 explained that he had 
suddenly been taken sick. I tried to carry 
the General into the waiting room myself, 
but found that I could not do so. I then 
went inside the waiting room, where the 
ticket chopper had gone, and where the 
ticket agent was. I again asked help, but 
neither of the men would do anything. The 
result was that I was compelled to leave 
the sufferer stretched upon the platform in 
the cold night air while I went in search 
of a cab. 

** Luckily I found one before having to go 
very far. The General lives in One Hun- 


dred and Twenty-fourth Street, near Mad- 
ison Avenue, and I[ thought it the best 
course to take him direct to his home. The 
cabman and I tried to carry the General 
down stairs, but found that we could not 
do so safely. I then summoned the aid of 
two policemen, and, with their assistance, 
we got the General safely into the cab, 
Both of the policemen rendered prompt and 
intelligent service, as soon as called upon. 
The number of one was 249, the- other’s 
number I did not ascertain. Had it not 
been for their ready assistance, matters 
might have been more serious. 

“Just before driving away, the ticket 
agent, who had assumed the case to be 
one of ordinary intoxication, asked me the 
General’s name. Supposing that he wanted 
to make a report that he was intoxicated, 
I gave the name of John Sherwood.”’ 

Among messages of sympathy received by 
the family yesterday were telegrams from 
Gov. Flower, Clarence H. Yost, Thomas H. 
McGrath, Commander J. W. Miller of the 
Naval Reserve, and Robert Shaw Oliver. 

Only once before in the history of the 
State has its Adjutant General died in har- 
ness. Nicholas F. Beck, who: was Agius 
tant General to Gov. De Witt Clinton, died 
while still in active service. | 

Josiah Porter was appointed Adjutant 
General by Gov. Hill in 1886. He was a 
born soldier. He had not only made a great 
reputation as a batiery..commander, but also 
as the commandant of a régiment, for dur- 
ing his command’ the ‘TPwenty-Second Regi- 
ment advanced in. discipline beyond that 
of any other organization in the State, with 
the exception of the Seventh. 

But it was as Adjutant General that Gen. 
Porter developed into a commander. Pa- 
tient, industrious, painstaking, and thor- 
ough, he quickly impressed the National 
Guard with his ability and determination. 
Taking command in’ person of the State 
Camp, he quickly demonstrated, not only to 
the troops of New-York but to those of 
other States, and to the regular Army offi- 
cers detailed at State Headquarters, that he 
was the ideal National Guard commander, 
and that he possessed’ the ability to direct, 
the sagacity to perceive, and the mind to 
execute the reforms that were essential ,to 
obliterate the old National Guard and to 
construct the new Guard upon enduring 
and substantial lines. 

No man in the command of troops ever 
knew their wants so well and so thoroughly 
as he. No Adjutant General ever went be- 
fore a legislative committee composed of 
members hostile to his political party who 
commanded so much confidence. His, recom- 
mendation for an appropriation was gen- 
erally accepted as justifying it. 

During his administration the National 
Guard of the State of New-York was ele- 
vated to the dignity of the regular army. 
The orders he issued were models for soldier- 
ly precision. The economical reforms he 
instituted cannot be measured by dollars 
and cents. New-York State was raised 
from the sixth to the first grade under his 
administration. By his energy and enter- 
prise the guard was supplied with all the 
modern appliances of war for the field and 


camp.

GREBDEN'S GAPTAINGY COST HIM $15,000 


Confesses to the Lexow Committee that the 


Money Was 


for Bribery. 


REPPENHAGEN TELLS HOW HE DISPOSED OF THE FUND 


He Swears that He Paid John Martin $10,000 and that Part of This Was 


for Voorhis, Then Police Commissioner. 


POLICE BOARD SUSPENDS CREEDEN UPON BYRNES’S 


SUGGESTION 


Senators Indignant, Having Promised the Captain Protection—President 


Martin. and the 


Superintendent Summoned Before 


Them—The 


Officials Promise to Take Steps to Reinstate the Policeman— 


Justice Voorhis Makes a 


Police Captain Timothy J. Creeden yes- 
terday made a clean breast of the circum- 
stances connected with his appointment to 
a Captaincy. He swore before the Lexow 
committee that he paid $15,000 for his ap- 
pointment, and that he understood the 
money went to ex-Police Commissioner 
John R. Voorhis, now a Police Justice. 

The money. was raised by ‘“ Barney” 
Rourke and other friends, and was given 
to John W. Reppenhagen for transfer to 
the person whose influence was sought. 

Reppenhagen swore that he paid $10,000 
of the money to John Martin, Chairman 
at that time of the Voorhis Democracy, 


Timothy J. Creeden, 
Who says he paid $15,000 for a Police Captaincy. 


Clerk to the State Senate, and dispenser of 
Voorhis police patronage. Reppenhagen 
acknowledged that’He kept $5,000 himself. 
He understood that part of the money he 
gave to Martin was to go to Voorhis. 

Upon receiving intelligence of Capt. Cree- 
testimony. Police Superintendent 
Byrnes reported the matter to the Police

who were in session, and 
Creeden 


Commissioners, 
the Commissioners ordered Capt. 
suspended. 

This action aroused the indignation of the 
members of the Senate Committee, who had 
commended Capt. Creeden and promised to 
protect him against such proceedings. They 
subpoenaed the Commissioners and Super- 
intendent Byrnes to appear before them 
and explain their action. 

Commissioner Martin and Superintendent 
Byrnes obeyed, and, when apprised of the 
view taken by the committee, they prom- 


ised to do everything in their power to 
cause Capt. Creeden’s reinstatement. 

It was without exception the most excit- 
ing session the committee has thus far 
held. When Capt. Creeden left the stand 
on Thursday it was felt that the com- 
mittee had failed in what had promised to 
be its greatest triumph, and the Senators 
and counsel were much disappointed. But 
the reappearance of Capt. Creeden raised 
their hopes, and their best wishes for suc- 
cess were more than realized. 

Capt. Creeden said he was actuated on 
Thursday in his testimony by a desire to 
shield those of his friends and the politi- 
cians who might be injured by accusations 
of bribery, and was willing to risk his own 
reputation rather than sacrifice them be- 
cause he dreaded to be called an informer. 
But after consultation with his family, he 
had decided to speak frankly and tell the 
truth without reserve. 

The testimony of John W. Reppénhagen 
more than corroborated Capt. Creeden’s 
story. It was not a voluntary confession, 
but adroitly extracted from him by Mr. 
Goff. 

Mr. Goff held a type-written manuscript 
in his hand, to which he pretended to refer 
when questioning Reppenhagen, and the 
witness, thinking the lawyer had everything 
in black and white, answered just as Mr. 
Goff wished. 

The result was a complete and detailed 
statement of how Capt. Creeden bought 
his gold shield. 


CREEDEN TELLS HIS STORY. 


The $15,000 Fund He Understood Was 
to Serve as a Bribe. 


When Capt. Creeden went to the witness 
stand, he wore a most serious air. To all 
appearances he was laboring under a men- 
tal strain, and was prepared to relieve 
such a tension, come what might. 

Mr. Goff greeted the witness pleasantly, 
and without any preliminary remarks be- 
gan the re-examination as follows: 


Q.—Have you reflected over night on the ' 


testimony given yesterday by you and 
others? A.—yYes, I have, Sir. 

Q.—Did you appreciate yesterday the po- 
sition in which you were placed in view of 
your honorable army and police record? 
A.—Yes. ’ 

Q.—You remembered that counsel and 
committee notified you that any testimony 
you gave could not be used against you in 
any court or before any board or depart- 
ment? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Do you appreciate that counsel and 
committee did everything fair and generous 
in propounding questions yesterday? A.— 
I think they did. 


@.—After the first question that

asked you touching the payment of money, 
you hesitated before answering. Can you 
explain why you hesitated? A.—Yes, I can. 

Q.—Give the explanation in your own 
way? A.—I had no desire or wish to im- 
Pplicate anybody else, especially those who 
I supposed were my friends. I did not wish 
to be. placed in the light of an informer. 

Q.—So, when confronted with the ques- 
tions, you feared your influential friends 
would be implicated in an improper or ille- 
gal transaction? A.—yYes. 

Q.—And you were willing to run risks and 
endanger yourself to save your friends? A.— 
That was it. 

Q.—You were determined to sacrifice your- 
self rather than be called an informer? A.— 
That is so. I dreaded to be called an in 
former, for my family is particularly op- 
posed to informers. 

Q.—Why? A.—Because they were revolu- 
tionists in the old country. 

Q.—Hence you had a hereditary dread’ of 
having that name applied to you? A.—yYes. 
Q.—This investigation does not involve 
treason to your country or treachery to 
your friends, and since we are not in Ire- 
land and you cannot be accused of being 
an informer here, I ask you if you wish to 
make a statement different from what you 
made yesterday? A.—Yes. I have cone 
sidered the whole question with my family. 
The Transaction in Detail. 
“Tell us all about the transaction,”’ said 
Mr. Goff. ‘‘ The best way is the right and 
truthful way, and I have no doubt that this 
committee and community will sympathize 

with you.” 

Capt. Creeden hesitated a moment as {ff 
mapping out the most concise way in which 
to frame an answer, and then said: 

“I was an applicant for the position of 
Captain from 1887,,and went before the 
Civil Service Board at the first examination 
under the civil service rules held in this 
city. I passed’ a creditable examination, 
and. my name was placed on the eligible 
list. I went through the same course a 
second and a third time, and my friends 
asked me what I was going there for, that 
I was only wasting time, and if I didn’t 
make up my mind to do one thing or an- 
other I had better stay home. 

“TI was told that appointments were to 
be made on Dec. 29, 1891, and I remember 
that several names were mentioned of 
those who were to receive promotion, and 
my name was not among them. 

“& friend said to me: ‘Why don’t you 
bring influence to bear upon the Commis- 
sioner who has the vacant Captaincy to 
fill? You must do it or let it go by de- 
fault.’ 

“I was sitting at the desk in the station 
house at the time, and I asked him whom I 
should see. He said: ‘ Reppenhagen is the 
representative of the New-York Democracy 
in this district, and he represents Mr. Voor- 
his. I'll go around and see what he thinks.’ 

“I said, ‘ All right,’ and he returned half 
an hour later and said Reppenhagen would 
visit me in a few minutes. Reppenhagen 
came, and we had a conversation about the 
matter. He said: ‘I’ll go and see Voorhis 
and see what. can be done, and I’ll be back.’ 
He returned and said Voorhis would not ap- 
point a Captain that day, and he would see 
me again. All the appointments, except the 
Captain, were made that day. 

“ Reppenhagen saw me again, and said 
the place could be had for $12,000. I told 
him I must consider the matter. I did not 
have the money, and did not know where I 
could raise it, but I would see my friends. 
I then called on Bernard Rourke, who 
called his friends together, and I agreed to 
stand by whatcver they did. They agreed 
to make up the sum of money between 
them. While they were working on it Rep- 
penhagen came to me again and said an- 
other man had $12,000, and I must put up 
$3,000 more.”’ 

Q.—What is the name of that man? 
Is. it absolutely necessary? 

Q.—Yes; what is your answer? A.—Sergt. 
Wiegand, now Acting Captain of the Four- 
teenth Precinct. 

Without another question being asked, 
Capt. Creeden testified as follows: 

“‘Reppenhagen also said that if X paid the 
money I would get the Captaincy and be 
left in charge of the Eleventh Precinct. I 
said I would have to consult my friends 
again, and would let him know whether it 
was all right. I then went to a stationery 
store and bought a book of blank notes. 
I then went to an office and signed about 
a dozen notes in blank, and left them 
with Rourke, who was to fill in the amounts 
and names and give them to the subscribers 
to the fund. 

“I volunteered, to protect my friends, to 
take out a life insurance policy for $10,000, 
and I meant to do so, but I was suffering 
with grip, and the surgeons rejected me. 


He Calls on Voorhis. 

“The people came together in Rourke’s 
hall, and the money was subscribed and 
placed with ‘“ Billy” Snell, on Reppen- 
hagen’s suggestion. I then saw Daniel Pat- 
terson, Snell’s brother-in-law, who said Snell 
would be satisfied to hold the money until 
it was time to pay it. The money was 
to be paid on the order of Rourke. That, 
at least, is my understanding of it. The 
matter went along for a number of days, 
until one afternoon John Martin came to 
the station house for me, and said Voorhis 
wanted to see me. I called on Voorhis at 
Headquarters, and he questioned me about 
how long 1 had been on the force, and then 
said he intended to appoint me Captain. 
Voorhis said he had heard that a number 
of people in the Tenth Ward had made up 
a sum of money, and he asked if I knew of 
it. I told him I had no knowledge of it, 
and then I left. 

“IT returned to the station house, and had 
not been there five minutes when I was

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telegraphed for to return ‘to Police Head- 

quarters, and when I got back I was ap- 

pointed Captain, and assigned to the First 
Precinct at Old Slip. 

Q. (By Senator Lexow)—Have you given 
your whole conversation with Voorhis? A. 
~—I can only remember the substance. He 
asked me if I knew of a number of liquor 
dealers who had pooled money for me, 
and I answered no, because’ I thought if 
I said yes I woulan’t get the appointment. 
I thought Voorhis was simply providing 
for his own retreat in case of necessity. 

Q.—Do you know that Reppenhagen rep- 
resented Voorhis? A.—Only by what he 
claimed, and I was appointed that day. 

Q. (By Mr. Goff)—You felt disappointed at

Q.—Were any men standing lower than 
you promoted? A.—Yes. The twelfth man, 
the late Capt. Cassidy. The second time I 
Stood 90 per cent. and twentieth in the 
class. No one lower than I got an appoint- 


ment. On the third examination my per- 
centage was 96. 

Q.—At either of the two previous exam- 
inations were you approached by any per- 
sons in regard to promotion? A.—yYes, at 
the time of the first examination. 

Q.—Was the price named? A.—Yes. It 
was $6,000. That was in 1887. 

Q.—What was your answer? <A.—I re- 
fused, because I didn’t think it was right 
to pay for promotion. 

Q.—When you were’ made a Roundsman 
did you pay? A.—No. 

Q.—Or when you were made a Sergeant? 
A.—No. Gen. “‘ Baldy”’ Smith appointed me 
a Sergeant.

A.—No, I thought that would be a waste 
of time. I thought Voorhis’s statement 
Was only part of a general scheme to 
throw dust in people’s eyes. 

Q.—Did Reppenhagen say anything about 
giving the money to any one? A.—No, but 
I believed he was to give it to the Com- 
missioner. 

“Capt. Creeden,’”’ said Mr. Goff, when the 
Captain had finished his story, “this com- 
mitteee desires to express its sympathy 
with you through me, for your unfortunate 
position, and in view of your services to the 
country, it thinks the public interests will 
not be served if you_are disturbed in your 
present position as Captain.’’ 

Loud applause greeted Mr. Goff’s remarks, 
and as Capt. Creeden rose to leave the 
stand every member of the committee 
steppped up and shook hands with him. 
This brought out another round of ap- 
plause Then, as Capt. Creeden passed 
them, Mr. Goff and Mr. Moss shook hands 
with him. There was more hand clapping 
as the Captain walked toward the door and 
disappeared. It was noticed that the other 
Captains and policemen in the room turned 
age faces aside as Capt. Creeden passed

REPPENHAGEN FORCED TO SPEAK 


Tells How He Paid $10,000 of the 
Fund to John Martin. 


Those of the spectators who had heard 
Capt. Creeden’s testimony and appauded 
him as he left the courtroom laughed de- 
risively when John W. Reppenhagen was re- 
called. 

Reppenhagen said at first that, after hear- 
ing Capt. Creeden’s testimony, he had no al- 
terations to make in his previous testimony, 
and he stoutly maintained that he had told 
the entire truth on Thursday. He faltered, 
however, when Senator Lexow reminded 
him that fifteen years in State prison was 
the penalty for perjury. 

Mr. Goff remarked that Assistant District 
Attorney Lindsay, ‘‘ the best man in the 
country to draw up indictments,” was sit- 
ting by his side. Then Reppenhagen weak- 
ened, and said he did want to correct his 
previous testimony. 

“Then tell us what you did with the 


$15,000 that was raised by Capt. Creeden’s 
friends,’’ said Mr. Goff. 

“*T gave $10,000,”" answered Reppenhagen, 
slowly, ‘“‘ to ex-Assemblyman John Martin.” 

‘“* What for?” 

“To stop Wiegand’s appointment in De- 
cember.”’ . 

‘What did you do with the rest?” 

“IT kept it myself.” ; 

Q.—Did any person other than Martin re- 
ceive any of the money? A.—No, only me. 

Q.—Was the money paid to Martin after 
Capt. Creeden’s appointment? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Wiegand was to have paid for the ap- 
pointment? A.—I don’t know that. 

Q.—Capt. Creeden says so. A.—I don’t 
remember any conversation with Creeden. 
Creeden sent an officer to me the day a 
Captain was to be appointed. I was in bed. 
I got up and went to the police station, and 
then to Police Headquarters to see if I 
could stop it. I saw John Martin there. 

Q.—Why did you talk with Martin? A.— 
Because I was interested in Creeden, and I 
thought Martin had influence. Martin was 
Chairman of the Voorhis Democracy, and 
I was Chairman of the organization in that 
Assembly district. I met him on the cor- 
ner near Police Headquarters, 

Q.—Your purpose was to reach Voorhis? 
A.—Yes, through Martin. He was closest 
to Voorhis. 

Q.—In what shape did you give the $10,000 
to Martin? A.—In cash. 

.—It was drawn on a check to your own 
order? A.—Yes. 

Q.—How soon after depositing the money 
in the Bowery Bank did you draw it out 
again? A.—Eight or ten days. I drew it 
on a check for $9,950. I had previously 
given him $50 in cash on account. 

Q.—Before or after Capt. Creeden’s ap- 
pointment? A.—After. 

Q@.—What agreement was there that he 
acess get $10,000 out of the $15,000? A.— 

one. 

Q.—I find an entry in your deposit book 
showing that on Jan. 18, 1892, you deposited 
$15,100. A.—One hundred dollars was my 
own money. 

Q.—Your stub book shows no record of the 
check for $9,950. A.—I left it blank. 

Q.—So that there should be no trail of 
the transaction? A.—I never thought any- 
thing of the kind. 

Q.—The total of your balance in the bank 
on Jan. 20, 1892, was $2,383.96, and on Jan. 
23 it was $12,433.06, leaving a difference of 
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$10,050. You haven’t got the check here for 
$9,950. A.—I can’t find it. I haven't got it. 


For Creeden’s Appointment, 
Q.—Is it not a fact that you gave Martin 
$10,000 for the appointment of Creeden? 
A.—Yes, afterward. 
Q.—You knew when Creeden agreed to 


have $15,000 raised it was to be used as a 
bribe for some one? A.—Yes. 

Q.—And that the person with power of 
appointment at that time was Commissioner 
Voorhis? A.—Yes. 

Q.—To whom was the $15,000 to be paid? 
A.—I was to receive it. j 

Q.—But who was to get it in consideration 
of Capt. Creeden’s appointment? .—John 
Martin. ‘ 

Q.—But to whom was Martin to pay it? 
A.—I don’t know. 

Q.—You knew that Martin had a conver- 
sation with Voorhis? A.—No. , 

Q.—Didn’t Martin say that he would go 
to Voorhis, and stop Wiegand’s appoint- 
ment? A.—No. 

Q.—Did Martin know that you were going 
ta meer $5,000? A.—He told me to keep it. 

Q.—Were you not. visited last. night by 
people interested in this case? A.—No; only 
Snell. He came to my place. 

After a recess had been taken, District 
Attorney Fellows and Assistant District At- 
torney Lindsay had an animated conversa- 
tion with Mr. Goff. Col, Fellows did not 
wait for the opening of the proceedings, 
but his assistant remained until adjourn- 
ment. He listened intently to the testimony 
and took a full set of notes. 

Among the spectators were Capts. Allaire 
and Ryan, ex-Capts. Dcherty and Cross, 
Sergt. Taylor, and a number of policemen 
in uniform. 

Counselor Barricloo of Jersey City, who 
represented the committee in the proceed- 
ings which resulted in bringing Witness 
Mathilde Herrman to this city, had a con- 
sultation with Messrs. Goff and Moss in re- 
lation to the case of Evelyn Bell, who is a 
refugee in New-Jersey. After this the ex- 
amination of Reppenhagen was resumed by 
Mr. Goff. 

Q.—Do you know Policeman Mooney? A. 
—Yes; he was on duty in the Eleventh Pre- 
cinct at the time. 

Q.—Did you have any conversation with 
him? A.—I did. The first intimation I had 
that Creeden wanted to be made a Captain 
came from him. He came to me and told 
me that Creeden would pay $15,000 to be 
made Captain. He also said that Sergt. 
Wiegand had put up $12,000 for the place, 
but Creeden would give $15,000. He also 
told me that Wiegand was to be appointed 
that day, and if it could be stopped and 
Creeden appointed, Creeden was willing to 
pay $15,000, 

Q.—What did you tell him? A.—I said 
that I would see Martin and try to stop 
Wiegand’s appointment. 

Q.—Why did you speak of applying to 
Martin? A.—He was the Chairman of the 
County Committee of the New-York Democ- 
racy. ‘ 

Q.—Wasn’t he known among the leaders 
of the Voorhis Democracy as the dispenser 
of. police patronage through Mr. Voorhis? 
A.—He was. His power extended all over 
the city, and the leaders went to him when 
they wanted any police patronage. 

Q.—Wasn’t that one of the reasons for 
the organization of the New-York Democ- 
racy—to manipulate the patronage from the 
Police Department through Voorhis? A.— 
Well, that was the strength of the organi- 
zation. 

Q.—As far as you know, 
came to you from Creeden? 
were both friends of mine. 


Patronage from Voorhis. 

Q.—While we are on this question of 
patronage, how many policemen have you 
had appointed by Mr. Voorhis? A.—Only 
two—Frank Buesser is one, the other’s 
name I cannot remember. 

Q.—How much did they pay for their ap- 
pointments? A.—Nothing, as far as I know. 


Q.—You saw Voorhis personally about 
these men? A.—yYes, 

Q.—Did you get any other patronage from 
him? A.—I had a@ man named McCarthy 
detailed at the Grand Street paths. 

Q.—Why didn’t you go to Voorhis person- 
ally about the Creeden matter? A.—I asked 
Voorhis to vromote a man to. Roundsman 
for me, and he didn’t, so, hearing that Mar- 
a had charge of the patronage, I went to 

im. 

Q.—Voorhis’s failure to o_o your 
Roundsman convinced you that a little 
money was necessary to grease the ma- 
chinery? A.—That’s about it. 

Q.—You felt that promotions were done in 
a different way than by personal applica- 
tion, so you went to Martin, who was the 
dispenser of Voorhis’s patronage? A.—Yes. 

Q.—When you went to Martin you named 
the price? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Didn’t you know that the money you 
gave Martin was to go in whole or in part 
to Voorhis? A.—That was my understand- 
ing of it. 

Q.—Did you know what the Commission- 
er’s share was to be? A.—I did not know 
that. There was nothing said to indicate 
pow much of this money was to go to Voor- 

is. 

Q.—Was it not common rumor that the 
Police Commissioners made money out of 
the appointments? A.—Yes, that was the 
inference. 

Q.—What position did Martin hold in the 
political organization of which you were a 
member? A.—He was Chairman of the 
County Committee, and Voorhis was Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee. Martin 
also held the position of Journal Clerk of 
the State Senate. 

Mr. Goff—I am very sorry to announce 
that we have been unable to procure the 
attendance of Martin. He has been per- 
sonally served with a subpoena, and we 
have been informed that he is paralyzed, 
and has been paralyzed ever since the last 
election. 

Senator Bradley—Physically or mentally? 

Mr. Goff—Both, I believe. We have sent 
a cab for him, however, and we hope to have 
him here. 

Senator O’Connor—The Democrats had the 
ceerere when Martin was Journal Clerk 
there. 

he examination of Reppenhagen was con- 
tinued: 

Q.—Thig promotion of Creeden was not a 
questio@ of political patronage—it was a 
transaction on a strictly cash basis?

A.—There was, because when he 
was appointed he was sent to the Old Slip 
Station, when the understanding was that 
he would have charge of the Eleventh Pre- 
cinct. Creeden’s friends refused to pay over 
the money, because they said somebo had 
broxen faith. I went to Mr. Howara and 
told him that it was not fair for them to re:

ourke. 


Martin’s Share of the Fund, 


Q.—It appears that the money was put in 
the bank on Jan. 4, 1892, but Crgeden 
was not appointed until Jan. 12. Now 
tell us what occurred between those dates? 
A.—After the money was put up, I went 
to Martin and told him about it, and he said 
he would see what he could do. I told him 
that Wiegand had put up $12,000 for the 
appointment, and that it would be worth 


$15,000 to substitute Creeden for Wiegand. 

Q.—When was Wiegand to be appointed? 
A.—That was on Dec. 80, 1891, the same 
day that Capt. Devery was appointed. 
Mooney came to me during the forenoon of 
that day and told me that Wiegand was to 
be spocinee. I met Martin at the corner 
of Houston and eset? Streets, and told 
him about it, and asked him to see Voorhis 
and stop Wiegand’s appointment, and that 
there was $15 in it if he could get Cree- 
den appointed in place of Wiegand. He 
said that he would see what could be done 
about it. That same afternoon I went to 
Police Headquarters to see Martin. I went 
into Voorhis’s office, and asked his clerk, 
Sherman, about Martin.

A.—He did, and I told him 
how the money would be put up, and he 
was satisfied. - : 

Q.—Did you ask for a commission? A,—I

Q.—Did he tell you that he had told Com- 
missioner Voorhis how much money had 
been put_up? A.—He did not. The Com- 
missioner’s name was not mentioned, but it 
was well understood between us who the 
Commissioner was. 

.—When did you see him again? A.—I 
heard a rumor that Wiegand was to be ap- 
pointed, and I went to Albany to see Mar- 
tin about it. 

Q.-—Where did you see him? A.—At the 
Delavan Hotel, where he was staying. | 

Q.4-Did you accuse Martin of had faith? 
A.--I did. 

Q.—Didn’t you say that if Creeden was 
not appointed you would be in an awful 
hole? A.—I did. I said that if this plan 
was not carried out it would play the d—— 
with the organization. I told him that it 
was wrong to act that way. 


“ Voorhis Wanted All,’ He Reports. 


Q.—Wasn’t Martin very angry? 
was. He said it was not a fair deal. I 
don’t remember all he said, but he did say 
that he would go to New-York and see the 


Commissioner. 

There was an interruption in the testi- 
mony at this point, it being, announced that 
Capt. Creeden, in spite of what'the commit- 
tee had suggested in his case, had been sus- 


pended by the Police Commissioners. When 
Mr. Goff took up Reppenhagen again he in- 
quired: He ; 

Q.—Didn’t Martin say to you In the bar- 
room of .the Delavan House, as he struck 
his clenched hand on the bar: ‘ Voorhis 
wants the whole; he is a hog”? A.—Yes, 
he said something like that. — 

Q.—Didn’t he say that Voorhis wanted 
everything, that he wanted the whole 
earth? A.—Yes. ; 

Q.—Didn’t you tell Martin that if Creeden 
wasn’t appointed. you would tell Snell to 
give up the money to the subscribers to the 
fund? A.—I did. a 

Q.—Didn’t you say to Martin if Wiegand 
was appointed there wouldn’t be a dollar 
in it for him? A.—I did. 

Q.—Didn’t you say to him that he would 
be left, and the only chance for him to 
make any money was to have Creeden ap- 
pointed* A.—I lid. 

Q.—Why did you go to. Albany? A.—I 
went in the interest of Creeden, who agreed 
to pay expenses if appointed. 

Q.—When did you next see Martin? A.— 
I saw him in Albany on Thursday, and the 
following Saturday he came_to my _ store 
and said he had. seen the Commissioners 
and Creeden was sure of the appointment, 
that it would be made at the next meet- 
ing of the board, and that Voorhis had 
pledged his word to do it. 

Q.—Didn’t you go to Albany a _ secund 
time? A.—I did. I again heard a rumor 
that Wiegand was to be appointed, and I 
went to Albany and saw Martin in the 
Senate Chamber. He told me it was all 
right, and-not to be uneasy. I said to 
him: ‘‘ John, you had better go down to 
New-York yourself and remain with Voor- 
his until he makes the appointment.” I 
don’t remember when I saw him next, but 
he told me the appointment would be made 
the next Tuesday. I heard of the appoint- 
ment at the station house, and went to 
Police Headquarters and was present when 
Creeden was sworn. I met Martin the 
same day, and told him the money would 
be paid right away. Some time that night 
Maftin came to my saloon and wanted the 
money. Snell wouldn’t give it up without 
an order from Rourke. Martin riid he 
was afraid we would not get the money. 

Q.—Why. did Snell refuse to giv> up the 
money? A.—Rourke wouldn’t give the 
order to release it, because Creeden had not 
been sent to the Eleventh’ Precinct. 

Q.—Was it not because Creeden had been 
sent to a precinct where he could not make 
money fast enough to pay back the money 
he had borrowed? A.—That was about it. 
The subscribers to the fund had a meeting 
and they concluded to pay over the money 
to me, and Snell gave me. the check on 
Saturday night, and I deposited it on the 
following Monday. I did not see Martin 
again until the following Friday. 


POLICE BOARD SUSPENDS CREEDEN 


Senators Indignant and Martin and 


Byrnes Closely Examined, 


After the regular meeting of the Police 
Board yesterday, the Commissioners sus- 
pended Capt. Creeden from duty. 

Superintendent Byrnes went before the 
Commissioners and made an official report 
of the testimony given before the Lexow 
committee by the Captain, concerning his 
payment of $15,000 to secure his promotion 
to a Captaincy. The Superintendent recom- 
mended that the Captain be suspended. 
The Commissioners approved the recom- 
mendation. 

-The board also directed Mr. Byrnes to 
prefer charges against the Captain, based 
upon the testimony given before the com- 
mitteee. 

When the action of the Police Board be- 
came known to the ‘Lexow committee its 
members were highly indignant. Chairman 
Lexow interrupted the proceedings, and 
said: 

“T have just beén informed that Super- 
intendent Byrnes has filed charges against 
Capt. Creeden, growing out of’ his testi- 
mony given here this morning, under the 
promise of protection from this committee, 
and that the Police Commissioners have sus- 
pended the Captain. In view of the position 
taken by this committee, and the pledge 
given to the witness, I think that the action 
of the Police Commission is an outrage.” 

Mr. Goff—Information to a similar effect 
has just come to me also. This action is 


more than extraordinary, when we ‘see 
Captains against whom. just as_ serious 
charges have been made before this com- 
mittee have not heen suspended, but allowed 
to proceed in their regular duties. This 
course was not pursued when Capt. Devery 
was indicted on evidence furnished by the 
Society for the Prevention of Crime. In 
that .case I recall that the President of 
the board refused to suspend him. We 
had the spectacle of Capt. Schmittberger 
under indictment for felony in accepting 
a bribe coming on the stand and pleading 
that indictment as a bar against examina- 
tion by this committee. He has not been 
suspended. Capt. Creeden has not been 
indicted, and there are no charges pending 
against him, and yet he has been suspend- 
ed, notwithstanding the fact that he gave 
his testimony under the protection which 
this committee accords ‘witnesses who 
testify before it. 

Chairman Lexow—It is abominable. Mr. 
Goff, send for the Commissioners and the 
Superirtendent and let them appear before 
us at once. 

This announcement was shee noes. Sub- 
poenas were made out, and W. Travers Je- 
rome and one of the Deputy Sergeants at 
Arms left the courtroom for Police Head- 
quarters. 

When they returned, President James J. 
Martin of the Board of Police was with 
them. 


President Martin Examined. 


He was immediately called to the stand 
and Reppenhagen’s examination was sus- 
pended. Mr. Goff began the examination. 


Q.—Information has reached this commit- 

tee, Mr. Martin, that the Board of Police 
has suspended Capt. Creeden. Is that true? 
A.—Yes, Sir, it is. 
Q.—Will you tell us why he was suspend- 
ed? A.—At about 3 o’clock this afternoon, 
after the regular meeting of the board, Su- 
perintendent Byrnés sent word that he 
wanted to see the Commissioners in execu- 
tive session. He reported that Capt. Cree- 
den had confessed that he had paid $15,000 
for his appointment and: recommended his 
suspension, and he was so suspended. I 
think it but fair to the board to say that 
the Commissioners were not at that time 
aware of the position taken by the commit- 
tee and its counsel in the matter. The board 
has now adjourned, and I have no power 
individually to remove the suspension. 

Q.—The Board of Police has knowledge 
that other Captains have been accused be- 
fore this committee, and there are Captains 
under indictment. Why have they not 
been suspended? A.—There is but one Cap- 
tain under indictment at present. Charges 
are being now prepared against him. 

oe the Captain refer to, Capt. 
Schmittberger. Mr. Forget, the representa- 
tive of a large mereantile company, has 
sworn that he gave him a bribe of $500. 
Did you or any of your colleagues offer a 
resolution to suspend him? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Did the Superintendent récommend 
his meonront A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Since the sittings of this committee 
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has any Captain been suspended, but Capt. 
Credeen? A.—No, Sir. 

Mr. Goff then read the statement made 
by the committee in regard to protecting 
Capt. Creeden. ' 

“That,” said Mr. Goff, ‘“‘is the official 
expression of the committee. Are you dis- 
posed to disregard it?”’ 

Mr, Martin—I am noc. I am inclined to 
Sive it the fullest attention and considera- 
tion. I shall call a meeting of the board 
ard bring the matter before it. 

Chairman Lexow—The committee believes 
that the action of Capt. Creeden. deserves 
the highest credit. He has rendered a serv- 
ice to the community by his testimony. 
Are you going to punish Capt. Creeden for 
telling the truth? 

Mr. Martin—That is a very delicate.ques- 
tion. I, too, think that Capt Creeden has 
rendered the State a service, 

Chairman Lexow—Are you willing to aid 
the committee in purifying the department? 
Are you going to act in harmony with the 
committee? 

Mr. Martin—I am willing to aid it in 
every way that can be done in that direc- 
tion. I am not desirous of punishing Capt. 
Creeden for telling the truth. 

Q. (By Mr. Goff)—Are you willing to re- 
store Capt. Credeen to active service? A.— 
As far as my vote is concerned I am, I 
will do all that lies in my power to have the 
suspension rescinded. The only question 
in my mind is whether the community 
would like to have Capt. Creeden retain his 
position under -the circumstances. If he 
asked to retire, I would support his peti- 
tion, 

Mr. Goff—He should not be made to suf- 
fer for the system under which the pur- 
chase of his Captaincy was made possible. 
What is his record in the department? 

Mr. Martin—He has been an excellent offi- 
cer, thoroughly efficient, and I would have 
been glad to have appointed him, if I 
could at the time he was made Captain. 


Byrnes Gives His Reasons. 


President Martin was excused and Super- 
intendent Byrnes, who had come into the 
room, was then called and sworn. He was 
asked what were his reasons for recom- 
mending the suspension of Capt. Creeden. 


“By his own statement he was guilty of 
perjury,’’ replied the Superintendent, ‘‘ First, 
he swore that he had not paid any money 
for his appointment, and this morning he 
confessed that he had paid $15,000 tor it. 
Of course, one of thése statements was 
false, and perjured testimony. I thought 
it best that he should be suspended until 
the matter was finally disposed of.’’ 

“But,” queried Mr. Goff, ‘* other Cap- 
tains have been charged with blackmail, 
extortion, and gine. offenses; why were 

not suspended? 
tne yone ee are different,’ replied the 
Superintendent, ‘‘ the other Captains have 
all denied their guilt, and the law assumes 
them to be innocent until they are found 
guilty. In the case of Capt. Creeden, his 
confession proves his guilt.” 

Mr. Goff—Is there any precedent for your 
action? 

Superintendent Byrnes—There is not. There 
is no precedent for such cases. This is the 
first time in the records of the department 
that an accused Captain has confessed his 
guilt. It is an unwritten law of the de- 
partment that an officer charged with a 
criminal offense and out-on bail should be 
allowed to perform his duty until his trial, 

Q.—You have been in the military service 
of the United States. Is it not customary 
to relieve from duty officers charged with 
offenses? A.—I believe it is, but 1 am not 
an expert in such matters. 

The Superintendent was asked about 
eases where: officers charged with serious 
offenses had their shields taken from them, 
but he said they were isolated, around 
which there doubtless were extraordinary 
circumstances. ‘ . 

Q. (By Mr. Goff.)—Mr. Superintendent, is 
it not a2 common rumor that certain Cap- 
tains have paid money for their appoint- 
ments? A.—Yes, I have heard the rumors, 
but 1 haven’t any knowledge on the subject. 

Q.—Are you willing to co-operate with the 
committee in their efforts to expose the 
corruption and remedy the abuses in the 
department? A.—I am _ ready and willing, 
and have always been po, a0 —e — lies in 
my power to purify the department. 

6. You euiat recognize the difficulty in 
obtaining testimony. It. is very difficult. 
A.—I assume so; but I think the committee 
is getting on very well, indeed. 

Q@.—Do you think that a Captain who has 
come forward, and, under exceptional press- 
ure, has told that he paid for his appoint- 
ment, should be punished for telling the 
truth?

“Not thirty seconds,’ said Mr. Howe. 

Mr. Goff then called Capt. Max Schmitt- 
berger, who strode up to the stand and was 
sworn. 

“You are Captain of the Nineteenth Pre- 
cinct?”’ asked Mr. Goff. 

“JT decline to answer any questions, by 
advice of counsel,” said Capt. Schmitt- 
berger. 

“Oh, answer that question,” ordered Mr. 
Howe.

JUSTICE VOORHIS’S STATEMENT. 


Never Saw Reppenhagen, He Says, 
About Creeden’s Appointment. 


Police Justice Voorhis said last night that 
he had never seen Reppenhagen in regard 
to the appointment of Creeden. Regarding 
Creeden, he made this statement: 

I do not know how Capt. Creeden could 
possibly have thought I did not mean what 
I said when I called him into my office be- 
fore he was appointed and told him that he 
must not pay or promise to pay any one for 
his appointment. I said then that I knew it 
was common. talk that no man could be 
made a Captain unless he paid well for it. 
I told him that I did not want any money; 
that he must not pay any to any one, and 
that, if he had promised to do so, he must 
revoke that promise, as it was not neces- 
sary for him to pay a cent for his appoint- 
ment. 

““T have learned to-day that the door of 
the room was open at the time of that con- 
versation, and two men heard me make the 
statement I now make to you. 

“For a long time before I appointed 
Capt. Creeden I had _ been considering 
the matter. Sergt. Wiegand was much 
better known to me than Capt. Cree- 
den. I had. known the Sergeant a iong 
time, as he lived in my part of town. I 
should have been very glad to have ap- 
pointed him, but I did not feel that I could 
consistently do so, when Capt. Creeden had 
been longer on the force, was an older man, 
had been Sergeant for a longer time, and 
had a much better war record. Those were 
the reasons why I appointed Creeden. 

“The day before I made the appointment 
I went to see Wiegand and told him that 
I thought it was only fair to him to 
tell him that I had decided to appoint some 
one else. At that time I told him. that the 
reason why I did not appoint him was be- 
cause there were other men on the list who 
had longer records than he and better war 
records. 

““As I remember it now, I sent for Cree- 
den at 11 o’clock on the morning that he 
was appointed, and told him I had heard 
reports that money was always paid for 
appointments. He assured me then that he 
was a poor man, and that he could not 
afford to pay any one for appointment. He 
said that he was in debt at the time. as 
he had not been able to support his fam- 
ily property on the salary he got as Sergeant. 
He had, he said, been able to give all his 
children a good education, but that had 
made him go in debt. 

“Then, if I remember correctly, Creeden 
was called before the board and appointed. 
I think, but I will not be sure, that I 
asked him again whether he had paid for 
his appointment.” 

** What do you know about John Martin?” 
was asked. 

‘“‘I know Martin pretty well,” said the 

Justice. ‘It was on my recommedation that 
he was sent to the Asembly. I have al- 
ways known him to be honest and thor- 
oughly reliable. He used to come to see me 
at Headquarters frequently. As for Rep- 
penhagen, I know less about him and little 
that is good. As between Martin and Rep- 
penhagen I would believe the former’s word 
when I would not take the latter’s oath. 
_‘ Reppenhagen was the Treasurer of the 
New-York Democracy, and when he left his 
office he was $700 or $800 behind in his 
accounts. We expelled him from the organ- 
ization, and there was, I think, some talk 
of prosecuting him criminally, but nothing 
ever came of it. . 
“That, I think, is all that there is for me 
to say. These men may have taken the 
money, as Capt. Creeden says they did, but 
I never took a penny from any man for 
my influence in any case.’ 


WHAT MR. CROKER HAS TO SAY. 


Moran’s Checks Were Contributions 
to Tammany Hall, He Declares. 


Richard Croker, formerly leader of Tam- 
many Hall and Chairman of its Finance 
Committee, was visited yesterday by a re- 
porter for The New-York Times at the 
real estate office of the firm of Peter F. 
Meyer & Co., 111 Broadway, of which he is 
a member, and asked about the testimony 
of the Lexow witness Moran, who swore to 
having sent checks to Tammany Hall as 
campaign contributions. 

These checks were sent to Mr. Croker and 
were indorsed by him. Mr. Croker said: 

“The checks explain themselves. As the 
witness testified, they were sent as contri- 
butions to. Tammany Hall. As Chairman of 
the Finance Committee of that organiza- 
tion, I indorsed them, Most of the checks 
that came to Tammany Hall for campaign 
contributions were made out to my order, 
and, of course, I indorsed them, just as any 
business man would indorse checks sent 
him. The money that these checks repre- 
sented was sent for campaign purposes and 
used for campaign purposes. 

““Why don’t they ask the Union League 
Club, the Republicans, and the County 
Democracy about campaign contributions? 
Let the committee, if it wants to look into 
the subject of political contributions, look 
into all parties, and not make its inquiry 
partisan.” 

‘“* Have you read Mr, Goff’s statement to- 
day inviting you to testify?” 

“Oh! yes.”’ 

“Are you going to volunteer as a wit- 
ness?” 

‘“‘T cannot answer that question, because 
I do not know. I will not say whether I 
will be a witness or not, for the reason that 
I have not considered the matter. I do not 
care to talk about it now.”’ 

Mr. Croker declined to discuss the Creeden 
matter, or any other phase of the Lexow 
committee’s investigation. 

Politicians, in discussing the check story, 
said every one knows that Mr. Croker, as 
Chairman of Tammany’s Finance Commit- 
tee, received all checks for contributions 
sent to Tammany in many of its greatest 
campaigns prior to this year, just the same 
as the Treasurer of any other organization 
received checks for campaign contributions. 


CAREER OF CAPT. CREEDEN, 


His Record in the War and His Serv- 


ice as a Policeman, 


Police Captain Timothy J. Creeden was 
born in Ireland on Sept. 21, 1839. He came 
to this country with his parents when he 
was less than fourteen years old. Whena 
young man he was employed in the chande- 
lier factory of Fellows, Hoffman & Co., at 
74 Beekman Street. Hoffman was an uncle 
of the late Gov. Hoffman. 

Creeden was employed there for eight 
years, and only left when the war broke 
out, when he answered the call for troops. 
Before the war Creeden was a member 
of Eagle Hook and Ladder No. 4 of the Old 
Volunteer Fire Department. While going 
to a fire one night he was run over by 
Engine No. 31. One of the wheels crushed 
his right leg and another wheel struck him 
on the head. His heavy fire cap saved his 
life. 
rie was one of the first to enlist for the war. 
He joined the Second Regiment, New-York 
State Militia, which was subsequently called 


the Eighty-second New-York Volunteers. 
This regiment went to the front on May 
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- rr ant of ne regiment. e foug! n 
| twenty-three engagemen ts, from the firs 
Bull Run to Bristow Station. He was hon- 
orably discharged on June 15, 1864. , 


Upon his return to the city he resolved to 
join the FB egos force. He was appointed 
Oct, 5, 1864, 


and was sent to the Eighteenth 
Precinct, where he ae patrol duty 
for twelve years. e was a on 
First Avenue for a period of six years, 
which at that time was considered to be 
one of the roughest places in New-York. 
On April 4, 1876, he was made a Roundsman, 
in which capacity he served under Capt. 
McDonnell, ‘‘ Lightning Charley,” in the 
Highth Precinct; under Capt. Foley, in the 
old Tenth Precinct; under. Capt. Davis, 
in the old Twelfth Precinct, and also under 
Capts. Petty, Robbins, and Clinchy. 

He was sent in April, 1879, as Acting Ser- 
geant to the old Tenth Precinct, now the 
Eleventh, in Eldridge Street. On Aug. 2 of 
the same year he was promoted to full Ser- 
geant. He remained in the Eldridge Street 
precinct up to the time he was promoted 
to Captain. For two years previous to his 
promotion he was Acting Captain most of 
the time during the illness of the late Capt. 
Cassidy. 

Commissioner Voorhis, now Police Justice, 
os Creeden to a Captaincy on Jan. 12, 

He was placed in command of the Old 
Slip Station, and later had charge of -the 
Fifteenth Precinct, in Mercer Street. He 
was transferred from there over a year 
ago to Morrisania, where he is now sta- 
tioned. 

Creeden’s record in the department was 
excellent He distinguished himself on 
numerous occasions. On Oct. 5 last he 
celebrated the thirtieth anniversary of his 
appointment on the force. 

The members of the Police Board at the 
time of Creeden’s promotion to a Captaincy 
were Commissioners James J: Martin, John 
McClave, John R. Voorhis, and Charles F. 
MacLean. ‘ 


THE COMMITTEE SHOULD SUGGEST

Dr. Parkhurst’s Views Regarding Po- 
lice Reorganization Legislation. 


The Rev. Charles H. Parkhurst reiterated 
yesterday his opinion that fhe Lexow com- 
mittee should be allowed to make the first 
suggestion to the Senate regarding the re- 
organization of the Police Department. He 
Says that he believes it incumbent upon the 
committee to draft the reorganization bill; 
that it was sent down here with that pur- 
pose in view, and that he has noticed that 
Mr. Lexow has been constantly shaping his 
questions with reference to the legislation 
which is to follow the committee’s report. 

“As regards the society for the Preven- 
tion of Crime,’”’ said Dr. Parkhurst, ‘“‘ we 
have been soaking in this thing for three 
years. I venture to say that we understand 
the condition of the department and its 
needs better than most of the Committee 
of Seventy. And yet I don’t think that any 
member of our Executive Committee has 
any purpose of drafting a bill. We have 
our own ideas, and we will, when the 
roper time comes, try to make them 
known to the community. It is very im- 
portant that the powers of the committee 
should be prolonged for a year, and that is 
a way in which prominent members of the 
community can make their influence felt.”’ 

The Sub-Committee on Legislation of the 
Committee of Seventy decided some time 
ago to consult with the Lexow committee 
upon the subject of the police reorganiza- 
tion bill. Chairman Larocque of the Sev- 
enty said yesterday that the members of the 
Seventy would be glad to suggest to and 
consult with the members of the Lexow 
committee upon this matter, but they were 
waiting for the members of that committee 
to take the initiative in the framing of the 
bill. 


Wiegand Makes a Denial. 

Acting Captain Weigand of the Four- 
teenth Precinct denied last night that he 
was to pay $12,000 for the place awarded 
to Creeden. The Police Board yesterday 
decided that there was no necessity to make 
any inquiries respecting the case in which 
Wiegand’s name was brought in. 


Say Schmittberger May Confess. 

There was considerable stir about the 
Criminal Court Building yesterday, and 
various rumors were in circulation respect- 
ing the action of the Grand Jury and the 
men accused by Capt. Creeden. 

After Schmittberger appeared before the 
Senate committee it was said that he might 
be the next policeman to make a confession. 


Policeman Thorne in Custody. 


Police Augustus G. Thorne, who was 
mentioned as a go-between during the trial 
of ex-Police Captain Stephenson, was arrest- 
ed yesterday on two indictments, charging 
him with aiding and abetting Stephenson in 
acts of bribery, and also with perjury be- 
cause of his testimony before the Police 
Commissioners, 

Thorne was arraigned in the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer. Judge Ingraham asked 
him if he had counsel. He said that he 
had not had time to procure a lawyer; that 
he had been on post all the morning, and 
that when he reached the station house 
he was told that he was wanted in the 
Criminal Court Building, so he came directly 
The court gave him until Monday to plead. 

Bail was fixed at $5,000 on the perjury 
charge, and $2,500 on the bribery charge. 


Mrs. Hastings Arrested. 

Mrs. Georgiana Hastings has been twice 
subpoenaed to appear before the Lexow 
committee. Her failure to obey the second 
summons -resulted in the issuance of a war- 
rant for her arrest, which was placed in 
the hands of Detective James W. Trainor 
of the District Attorney’s office. Detective 
Trainor arrested Mrs. Hastings yesterday. 
She was taken to Police Headquarters and 
placed in a cell. Police Justice Martin 
called there last night and admitted her to 
bail in $5,000. 


Chicago to Follow Goft’s Plan. 


‘CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—Alderman William R. 
Kerr, Chairman of the Special Council Com- 
mittee appointed to investigate Chicago’s 
Police Department has returned from New- 
York, where he examined the work done 
by the Lexow Committee and the methods 
adopted to bring corruption and other 
crookedness to the surface. He said he in- 
teneded following the Lexow-Goff plan as 
closely as pessible. He is determined to con- 
duct the investigation on a non-partisan 
basis, observing strict impartiality, Charges 
preferred by citizens will be taken up, wit- 
nesses sworn, and the accused alowed to 
defend himself. An appeal will be made to 
citizens to furnish the money needed for 
lawyers, stenographers, and detectices, as 
the City Council appropriated nothing. It 
is generally. believed a _ thorough, un- 
restricted investigation will reveal many 
eases of collusion, extortion, and other un- 
lawful acts of the police officers. 


An Adirondack Extension, 


ALBANY, N. Y. Dec. 14.—The Delaware 
and Hudson Canal Company, which controls 
the Adirondack Railroad, running from 
Saratoga up in the Adirondacks for seventy- 
two miles, to North Creek, proposes to ex- 
tend that road from North Creek to the 
upper end of Long Lake, a distance of 
thirty miles. This will allow of a more di- 
rect entrance to the Northern Wilderness 


over the Delaware and Hudson route to the 
Saranac and Lake Placid region, as the 
places could be directly connected by rail 
from Long Lake, the miles intervening not 
being many. The owners of private prop- 
erty along the route have granted a free 
right of way over their property for the 
proposed extension. 

This extension could be run through some 
miles further to a point near Saranac vil- 
lage, and there connect with the Chateau- 
gay Railroad, which is controlled by the 
Delaware and Hudson Company, and runs 
into the woods from Plattsburg. 


Another Hodwgate Indictment. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The Court of 
Appeals to-day denied the application for 
appeal on demurrer of Capt. Howgate, the 
ex-United States Signal Service officer, in- 


dicted for embezzling a large sum of money 
fifteen years ago. The Grand Jury to-day re- 
turned a new forgery indictment against 
Howgate, which is considered by the Dis- 
trict Attorney to be stronger in substance 
than the former ones. There will be prob- 
ably other indictments for forgery brought 
in next week. As the Howgate case now 
stands, there are two sets of embezzlement 
indictments against the defendant and one 
forgery indictment brought in to-day. Next 
Monday a day for trial will be set, prob- 
ably Dec. 20. 


Three Thrown, Two Hart. 
Joseph Powell of 249 West End Avenue, 
accompanied by Mrs. Powell and driven by 
Cabman John Dermody, were out for an 


airing in Central Park yesterday. The horse 
became frightened and ran away, oyerturn- 
ing the cab and dashing the occufants of 
the vehicle to the stone walk.

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THE CONNECTICUr LOBBY 


An Investigation of Its Work During 


the Session of 1893 Favored. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Dec, 14.—An effort 
will be made during the coming session 
of the Connecticut General Assembly to 
appoint a sort of Lexow committee to in- 
quire into the operations of the lobby. A 
number of the newspapers of Connecticut 
are already agitating the scheme of inquire 
ing into the doings of the lobbyists whe 
figured in the General Assembly of 1893. It 
is generally believed among politicians and 
lawyers prominent in the State that there 
is one act passed by the last General Ase 
sembly that will be investigated, and that 
is the act transferring the property known 
as the Hartford Bridge to the custody of 
the State of Connecticut. 

A law passed by the last General Asseme 
bly empowers the Legislature to appoint 
an investigating committee, if it chooses, 
The maxintum penalty for a failure to come 
ply with any of the commands of such # 
committee is one year in jail and $1,000 fine, 
The committee, under the provisions of the 
law, has almost unlimited power.

With the publication of this handsome 
volume Mr, James has completed an under- 
taking which, as two elaborate pref- 
aces show, has caused him much perturba- 
tion of mind. His reasons for giving to the 
reader of fiction four comedies written for 
‘Btage performance only are plausible and 
elegantly expressed. But we need scarcely 
guote them, in view of the fact that every 
thinking reader will decide for himseif— 
quite unfairly to Mr. James, it may be, but 
such is human nature—that the author still 
priyately holds to the opinion that the plays 
Were worth the performance, and indulges 
a& secret hope that the reader will agree 
with him. Probably few readers will 
agree, but offset their opinion will be 
ever the indisputable fact that the opinion 
of a person with large practical experience 
in stage work, in this matter, is often wide 
of the mark. There are, in fact, very few 
even among actors and managers who can 
judge accurately of the value of a play by 
reading it, wherefore an unprofessicnal 
opinion is absolutely worthless. Thus the 
only fair test of the theatrical value of Mr. 
James’s four plays is the test of publie per- 
formance, which has been denied them. 

The two plays in the new volume are 
light, fanciful comedies, scarcely farcical in 
treatment, though the dramatic idea some- 
times has the exaggeration of farce. Each 
has few personages and the dress is mod- 
ern, while the scenic requirements are the 
simplest. The dialogue is largely made up 
of equivoque and what we should have 
called ‘‘ epigram”’ before Oscar Wilde and 
his followers seized upon the ownership of 
that word, for which another is now sadly 
needed to apply to literature. It will not do 
to say thit Mr. James employs any form 
that is used by Mr. Wilde. 

The plots are slender but well propor- 
tioned. In his attempt to keep within the 
“traffic of the stage,’’ Mr. James is some- 
times so very “elliptical” in thought and 
action to disturb the reader's’ sense of 
probability, but, doubtless, in the  per- 
formance the desired effect would be 
cured, 

As we ventured to that one of 
the plays in the first volume, the title of 
which has already escaped us, was designed 
for Miss Ada Rehan, we now venture a 
double guess—that of the plays in the 
present volume the first was intended for 
Mr. Charles Wyndham and the second for 
Mr. Weedon Grossmith.

Clearly, much of the humor in “‘ The Repro- 
bate” is too subtle for the stage. The play

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But both pieces have the charm of ex- 
quisite workmanship, and it is a great pity 
that there is not a theatre in the whole 
English-speaking world where such plays 
can be properly tried for the benefit of the 
few who would like to see them tried. 


BOOKS OF THE PAST WEEK 


—Houghton, Mifflin & Co. have ready the 
promised ‘ Life and Letters of ‘Maria Edge- 
worth,” edited by Augustus J. C. Hare. The 
book, while new to the public, is not new 
to print. After Miss Edgeworth’s death, the 
letters were printed by her stepmother, but 
for private circulation only. They have 
never had other publication. ‘‘ As all her 
generation has long since passed away,” 
says Mr. Hare, “her family now permits 
that these letters should be read beyond the 
Umits of its own circle. An editor has 
had little more to do than to make a 
selection, and to write such a thread of 
biography as might unite the links of the 
chain.” The work is in two octavo volumes, 
in large type, and has a portrait and a view 
of Miss Edgeworth’s home. 

“The Crusades: The Story of the Latin 
Kingdom of Jerusalem,” by T. A. Archer 
and Charles L. Kingsford, (Putnams,) is 
the latest contribution to the Story of 
the Nations Series. In including in the 
history of the crusades the story of the 
Latin Kingdom of Jerusalem information is 
given in regard to a comparatively unknown 
side of the crusading history. Beginning 
with what is known as the age of the pil- 
grim, the history concludes with the decay 
and destruction of Dacre. 

—In the second series of “‘ Studies in Mod- 
ern Music,” by W. H. Hadow, (Macmillan,) 
are musical biographies of Chopin, Dvorak, 
and Brahms. As an iniroduction the author 
gives a chapter on the outlines of musical 
form, showing what are the faculties of 
appreciation, what is meant by style and 
étructure, and, finally, the function of 
music. The life of Chopin is always a 
most interesting topic, and he is better 
known to us in the United States than are 
Dvorak or Brahms. Perhaps, of modern 
musicians, the life history of Dvorak exhib- 
its the strangest accidents of fortune. 

—The Messrs. Lippincott publish ‘‘ Cham- 
bers’s Concise Gazetteer of the World, Top- 
ographical Statistical, Historical ’’—a much 
smaller volume than their own standard 
gazetteer, but an inexpensive substitute 
for it on many occasions. The book is 
made uniform, with the several Brewer 
and other handbooks issued by the Lippin- 
cotts, and is clearly printed on paper that 
does not show through.

Contest for the Chairmanship of 
the County Committee. 


Busy 


Local Republicans are trying hard to 
figure out what the result in the contest for 
the Chairmanship of the new County Com- 
mittee will be. The Assembly District Con- 
ventions for the election of the delegates 
to the County Committee for next year will 
be held next Tuesday night in all the dis- 
tricts, and not much can be determined 
until the new county committeemen are 
on view. 

Ex-Postmaster Cornelius Van Cott, who is 
in the opposition to Mr. Brookfield, said last 
night that several of the delegates to the 
Assembly: District Conventions in the 
Eighth, Ninth, and adjoining districts had 
asked him to become a candidate for the 
Chairmanship. He told them that he did 
not care to be a candidate unless he was 
forced into it, and he advised them to wait 
until after the Assembly District Conven- 
tions were held. 

Mr. Van Cott says that on the Saturday 
preceding election he had a long talk with 
Mr. Brookfield, and was told by him at that 
time that he was not going to be a candi- 
date for .re-election. Acting on this, Mr. 
Van Cott says, he suggested the name of 
Edward Lauterbach to some of his friends 
after the election. Then Mr. Brookfield's 
friends said a scheme had been put up to 
prevent Mr. Brookfield’s re-election. 

There is now a question whether Mr. Lau- 
terbach will be a member of the new County 
Committee. He lives in the Twenty-first 
District, and the Republicans in that dis- 
trict are almost certain to send no one to 
the County Committee who will not vote 
for Mr. Brookfield. Some of Mr. Lauter- 
bach’s friends are discussing the idea of 
electing him from some other district. 

As a matter ot fact, Mr. Brookfield had 
to be argued with by some of the most in- 
fluential Republicans in the city before he 
would consent to become a candidate for 
re-election. Despite this well-known fact, 
an anonymous attack has been made upon 
him on the ground that he is seeking a re- 
election to gratify personal ambition. 
Speaking of this attack yesterday, Mr. 
Brookfield said: 

‘TIT am making no personal fight to be re- 
elected President of the County Committee, 


nor have I at any time done so. I deny 
absolutely, and challenge any man to open- 
ly assert and prove that I have ever threat- 
ened to disrupt the party if I were not re- 
elected; neither am I now, nor have I, con- 
templated being engaged in any personal 
bitter warfare upon my associates in the 
County Committee, or upon any one else. I 
have no grievances to settle, no revenges to 
gratify, and no vindication to seek; and 
whether or not I have been a factionist 
during all the time I have devoted to 
politics, I leave to the Republicans of this 
city to say. 

“The contest to-day in our County Com- 
mittee is to determine whether methods 
shall prevail by which the entire organiza- 
tion can be pledged or traded in advance 
of our primaries, or whether individual 
opinion, as exemplified in the election dis- 
trict plan, is to be permitted.,’’

faulty. Under it banks would have to go 
back to the antiquated system of sending 
paper to the bank of issue for redemption. 
It would destroy the present system of 
Clearing House settlements. 

Cc. C. Jackson, a broker of Bostcn, urged 
the’ committee to insert a provision, in any 
bill it might see fit to report, requiring the 
Secretary of the Treasury to begin, on 
Jan, 1, 1895, to redeem and cancel $4,000,000 
worth cf legal-tender notes, greenbacks, 
&c., per month. Authorize him to use the 
sinking fund for this purpose, and, if this 
is not’ sufficient, allow him to issue bonds 
for the purpose. The Carlisle and other 
plans, in his opinion, would not give the 
contidence required by home or foreign in- 
vestors.

NO FREE SILVER PILL. 


Bland Has 
Cannot Get Suppert. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—It is highly im- 
probable that Mr. Bland, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Coinage, Weights, and 
Measures, will succeed in his effort to have 
that committee report a bill providing for 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver. In 
the event that the committee does take such 
action, many members of the House who 
are opposed to or in favor of free silver say 
that it cannot pass. There are fifteen mem- 
bers on Mr. Bland’s committee, eight of 
whom are silver men, but he has thus far 
been unable to muster a quorum to consider 
his proposition. 

There was a meeting last Wednesday to 
discuss the advisability of offering a free- 
coinage bill. Mr. Bland had hopes of suc- 
cess before the meeting, but several of the 
silver members remained away, and noth- 
ing was accomplished. Their excuse for not 
attending the. meeting was not unfriendli- 
ness toward silver, but their belief that sil- 
ver legislation at this session is impractica- 
ble. One of these men said to-day that he 
was in favor of the free use of silver, and 
always had been, but he saw no possible 
chance of a silver bill being sanctioned by 
the House, and thought it would only be a 
waste of time to report such a bill ana call 
it up for consideration. In case it did pass 
the House, he said, it would not meet with 
the approval of the Senate or the President. 
To go before the people with a record of 
this kind was, in his opinion, demagogic. 
Again, he said, the discussion of q silver 
bill would only cause strife and dissension 
in the Democratic ranks, and the time could 
be put to bétter use in considering other 
matters. 

There has been some doubt concerning 
the position of Mr. Kilgore of Texas on this 
question. It has been said that he was 
against the taking up of any measure for 
the free coinage of silver, and that, as he 
held the balance of power in the committee, 
his attitude was controlling. Mr. Kilgore 
said to-day that there need be no doubt as 
to the ground he intended to take. ‘‘I am 
a free-silver man,” said he, ‘“‘ and would of 
course do everything in my power to bring 
about the enactment of a law which had 
that end in view, but I do not think it is 
advisable to bring up the question at this 
session of Congress. If I thought that we 
could accomplish anything, I would will- 
ingly favor the proposition, but, so far as I 
can see, I am inclined to believe that all at- 
tempts at legislation of this character 
would be fruitless, I will not oppose it, but 
it is doubtful if I do anything to encourage 
it.’ Mr. Kilgore said he held no balanee of 
power in the committee, and that he was 
with the other silver members. 

Mr. Bland’s latest scheme is to force the 
re-enactment of the coinage law of 1837, 
which simply provides for free and unlim- 
ited coinage, by offering it as an amend- 
ment to the Currency bill, to be reported 
from the Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency. He desires to put the House on rec- 
ord on this question. In case the Speaker 
sustains a point of order that the amend- 
ment is not germane to the subject under 
consideration, as he probably will do, Mr. 
Bland proposes to appeal from the decision 
of the Chair and bring about a vote on the 
ruling. This, he says, will show who are 
friendly to his bill and who are not. An- 
other advocate of free silver said to-day 
that this action would not necessarily fur- 
nish the evidence Mr. Bland desired. If 
such a thing snould happen, he said, he 
would be inclined to uphold the decision of 
the Chair, notwithstanding his financial 
views, and he believed that many of his 
friends would pursue the same course. 


APPROPRIATIONS, 


Mr. Many Schemes but 


PUSHING THE 


The House Making Rapid Progress 


with Business, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The_ second 
week of the present session of Congress 
closed with the session of the House to- 
day. In that time there have been passed 
three general: appropriation bills for the 
year ending June 30, 1896, carrying a total 
of $143,718,204, nearly one-half of the annual 
expenditures of the Government, aside from 
the permanent appropriations. Besides 
these, an urgent deficiency bill for the cur- 
rent year has been passed, carrying a 
total of $2,006,595, making a grand total of 
$145,724,799.16 apvropriated thus far at this 
session. 

The’ Pension Appropriation bill was dis- 
cussed four hours to-day, and was then 
passed without amendment. 

Chairman Outhwaite: reported the Army 
Appropriation bill for the year ending June 
30, 1896, and it was placed on the calendar. 

The resolution introduced by Mr. Hitt, 
(Rep., Ill.,) asking the Secretary of State 
for the correspondence relating to.the prom- 


ise by this Government to pay Great Brit- 
ain $425,000 on account of claims made by 
Canadian sealers, growing out of the Bering 
Sea seal controversy, was favorably report- 
ed from the Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
and adopted.

REORGANIZATION OF THE NAVY. 


Much Opposition to the Report in the 
. 
House Naval Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—More than two 
hours were occupied by the House Naval 
Committee to-day in a consideration of the 
report made by the joint committee of the 
House and Senate on the bill for the re- 
organization of the navy. 

The recommendation that the pay of the 
line and staff officers be equalized resulted 
in a wide range of discussion, which showed 
that considerable opposition existed to 
the proposed change. It was pointed out 


that the staff officers had insisted upon a 
ositive rank, and that, inasmuch as this 
pd been given to them, they ought to be 
satisfied with the same rate of pay as that

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS 


The State Board Finds the Brooklyn 
Heights Railroad Company All Right. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 14.—The State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners to-day 
made public a report embractng the results 
of its investigation of the books of the 
Brooklyn Heights Railroad Company and 
the Brooklyn City Railroad Company, which 
is leased by the former company. The Long 
Island Traction Company controls the stock 
of the Brooklyn Heights Company. The in- 
vestigation’ was made by the board’s Sec- 
retary, Mr. Charles R. De Freest, on ac- 
count of a complaint which was filed with 
the board by H. M. Thompson of New- 
York City, a stockholder in the Long Isl- 
and ‘Traction Company and a former 
official of the Brooklyn City Read, to the 
effect that the annual reports of the two 
railroad companies, as filed with the board 
for the year ended June 30 last, were not 
correct in their statements regarding rent- 
als paid, interest charged to construction, 
expense of constructing roadbeds, and as tc 
fixed charges. The criticisrms of Mr. Thomp- 
son may be briefly summarized as follows: 

Brooklyn Heights—Rentals paid, $1,434,- 
941.50; no details to show what is included; 
differences in other fixed charges deducted 
from income; renewals of horses, $11,160; 
trucking credit, $139,311.39; repairs of road- 
bed, $141,570.53; ‘‘no repairs of conse- 
quence would be required on a well-con- 
structed electric road for five years,’ 

Brooklyn City—Interest charged to con- 
struction, $152,345.78; ‘‘ not a proper charge 
—should be against income’’; this amount 
also includes $90,000, dividend on_ stock, 
charged to construction, which Mr. Thomp- 
son inquires about; reconstructing road- 
bed, general criticism on charges to con- 
struction; rgitals, fixed charges, and divi- 
dends ‘‘do not correspond with payments 
by Brooklyn Heights Company”; general 
criticism of construction account of the 
company. 

Mr. De Freest’s report of the results of 
his examinations and the recommendations 
made were adopted by the: board. The 
board finds that there are no grounds 
whatever for Mr. Thompson's charges, that 
the Brooklyn City’s construction account 
is all right, and that all payments to the 
Brooklyn City Road from the Brooklyn 
Heights Road are correct. 

A summary of the results of the examina- 
tion shows that the Long Island Traction 
Company is not a corporation required to 
make reports to the State Board. It is 
true that the collateral trust notes indorsed 
by the Long Island Traction Company on 
account of the Brooklyn City construction 
are a liability ahead of the stock of the 
Long Island Traction Company, and they 
should be. Whatever value in connection 
with its ownership of the stock of the 
Brooklyn Heights Company the Long Island 
Traction Company’s stock may have will 
be based upon the earnings of the Brooklyn 
City Company, and the greater the improve- 
ment in the Brooklyn City property the 
larger will be its earning power and the 
more speedily will the Long Island Trac- 
tion Company be enabled to realize upon 
its investment in connection with this 
property. 


Separate Receivership Wanted. 


Many of the holders of the consolidated 
mortgage 5 per cent. bonds and of the collat- 
eral trust bonds of the Oregon Short Lineand 
Utah Northern Railway Company, having 
come to the conclusion that it will be to 
their advantage to act independently of the 
Union Pacific system under the policy 
adopted by the Union Pacific Company, and 
continued by the present receivers, are 
about to take proceedings for a separate 
receivership of the Oregon Short Line and 


Utah Northern Railway. For this purpose 
they have appointed a Reorganization Com- 
mittee, of which S. Endicott Peabody, Pres- 
ident of the American Loan and Trust Com- 
pany of Boston, is the Chairman. The total 
issue of consolidated 5 per cent. bonds is 
$10,895,000, of which $1,702,000 are either 
held by the Union Pacific Railway Company 
or are pledged for its debts. Of the re- 
maining $9,193,000, the committee, acting 
in harmony with the committee in Am- 
sterdam, already controls over $3,300,000. 


RAILROAD MEN AND MATPERS. 


—Surveyors have started to locate the 
line of a new railway from Santa Fé, south 
of Guthrie, Oklahoma, east through the 
timber and coal regions of the Indian Ter- 
ritory to Fort Smith, Ark. It is said that 
President Blackstone and a number of 
prominent stockholders of the Chicago and 
Alton Road are at the back of the move- 
ment. intending that the road ultimately 
shall reach Memphis on the east and Al- 
buquerque on the west. 

—General Freight Agent Frank E. Smith 
of the Lehigh and Hudson Railroad,.in New- 
York, has resigned to accept the position of 
General Passenger and Freight Agent of the 
Wilkesbarre and Western Road. 

—James King of Rome, Ga., has bought 
the Arcadia, Gulf Coast and Lakeland Rail- 
road, in Florida. He paid $20,500 down and 
settled claims against the road amounting 
to $23,000. 

—The Pennsylvania, Poughkeepsie and 
Boston Railroad was sold at public sale at 
Columbia, N. J., yesterday, to the Bond- 
holders’ Reorganization Committee, for 
$350,000. 

—The statement of earnings of the Atchi- 
son Railroad for the first week in Decem- 
ber shows a decrease of $26,210. as com- 
pared with the same month last year. 

—Third Vice President Truesdale of the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific has been 
given executive control over both the op- 
erating and traffic departments.

TO REORGANIZE THE ARMY 


Secretary Lamont’s Suggestions Em- 
bodied in a Bill. 


IMPORTANT CHANGES ARE PROPOSED 


The Number of Enlisted Men Is 


Placed at Thirty Thousand—- 


Provision Is Made for 


All Promotions. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Secretary La- 


mont, in his annual report, recommended 
an increase in the army and important 
changes in the organization of troops, and 
an officer in the department has prepared 
a bill, which will soon be introduced, em- 
bodying the Secretary’s suggestion. It pro- 
vides that the total number of enlisted men, 
including Indian scouts and Hospital Corps, 
shall be 30,000. Other provisions of the bill 
are: 


Section 2. The line to consist of the Bat- 
talion of Engineers, as now organized; ten 
regiments of cavalry, five regiments of ar- 
tillery, and twenty-five regiments of in- 
fantry. 

Sec. 3. Each regiment of cavalry to con- 
sist of one Colonel, one Lieutenant Colo- 
nel, two Majors, one Adjutant, and one 
Quartermaster, who shall be additional Cap- 
tains; one Veterinary Surgeon, with the 
rank ‘of Sergeant Major; one Sergeant Ma- 
jor; one Quartermaster Sergeant; one Chief 
Musician; one Chief Trumpeter, one Saddler 
Sergeant, and twelve troops, organized into 
three squadrons:of four troops each. 

Sec. 4. Each troop of cavalry to consist of 
one Captain, two Lieutenants, one First 
Sergeant, five Sergeants, four Corporals, 
two trumpeters, two farriers, one saddler, 
and such number of privates as the Presi- 
dent may direct. 

Sec. 5. Each regiment of artillery to 
consist of one Colonel, one Lieutenant Colo- 
nel, three Majors, one Adjutant, and one 
Quartermaster, who shall be additional Cap- 
tains; one Sergeant Major, one Quartermas- 
ter Sergeant, one Chief Musician, two prin- 
cipal musicians, twelve foot batteries, or- 
ganized into three battalions of four bat- 
teries each, and two field batteries, consti- 
tuting a battahon of field artillery. 

Sec. 6. Each foot battery to consist of 
one Captain, two Lieutenants, one First 
Sergeant, four Sergeants, four Corporals, 
two musicians, and such number of privates 
as the President may direct. 

Sec. 7. Each “eld battery to consist of 
one Captain, u.cee Lieutenants, one First 
Sergeant, six Sergeants, four Corporals, two 
trumpeters, two farriers, one saddler, and 
such number, of privates as the President 
may direct. 

Sec. 8. Each regiment of infantry to con- 
sist of one Colonel, one Lieutenant Colonel, 
two Majors, one Adjutant, and one Quarter- 
master, who shall be additional Captains; 
one Sergeant Major, one Quartermaster 
Sergeant, one chief musician, two principal 
musicians, and twelve companies, organized 
into three battalions of four companies each. 

Sec. 9. Each company of infantry to con- 
sist of one Captain, two Lieutenants, one 
First Sergeant, four Sergeants, four Cor- 
porals, two’ musicians, and such number of 
privates as the President may direct. z 

Sec. 10. The Lieutenant Colonel of any 
regiment may be assigned to the command 
of one of the battalions or squadrons of his 
regiment. 

Sec. 11. Until the ten Majors of cavalry 
who -are made supernumerary shall have 
been absorbed, there shall. be but one pro- 
motion of Captain to Major in the cavalry 
arm for each two vacancies that may occur 
in the grade of Major in that arm. 

Sec. 12. All original vacancies in the grade 
of Major of infantry created or caused by 
this act to be filled by promotion according 
to seniority of the Captains of infantry. 

Sec, 13. All vacancies in the grade of Cap- 
tain of cavalry, artillery, and infantry 
created or caused by this act to be filled 
by the promotion, according to seniority in 
relative rank, of the. First Lieutenants of 
cavalry, artillery, and infantry, each to 
his own arm so far as practicable, provided, 
that if First Lieutenants of cavalry or ar- 
tillery decline promotion to the infantry, 
then, the said First Lieutenants shall retain 
their places in relative rank in their re- 
spective arms. 

Sec. 14. All promotions of officers resulting 
from the passage of this act to be subject 
to the existing provisions of laws governing 
examinations for promotion. 

Sec. 15. After the original vacancies cre- 
ated or caused by the act shall have been 
filled, future promotions in the cavalry, ar- 
tillery, and infantry to be by seniority from 
the next lower grade in the said respective 
arms. 

Sec. 16. After all promotions of First 
Lieutenants to the grade of Captain in the 
several arms shall have been made as pro- 
vided, all remaining First Lieutenants and 
Second Lieutenants in the several arms, 
corps, and departments of the army shall 
be recommended as Lieutenants in their 
several arms, corps, and departments, and 
shall, while continuing in that grade, retain 
their present relative rank and precedence. 

Sec. 17. Original vacancies in the grade of 
Lieutenant created or caused by this act 
to be filled as now authorized by law. 

Sec. 18. Hereafter the pay of Lieutenants 
of more than seven years’ service, as com- 
missioned officers, shall be the same as that 
heretofore allowed to First Lieutenants in 
their respective arms, corps, or depart- 
ments, and the pay of Lieutenants of less 
than seven years’ service as commissioned 
officers shall be the same as that hereto- 
fore allowed to Second Lieutenants in their 
respective arms, corps, or departments— 

rovided, that the pay of Lieutenants in the 

édical and Ordnance Departments and the 
Signal Corps shall remain the same as now 
authorized by law to First Lieutenants in 
said Ke mene and corps. 

Sec, 19. Pay of a Veterinary Surgeon to be 
$100 per month. 

Sec. 20. Pay of the Quartermaster Ser- 
geant of a regiment to be the same as now 
allowed to 2 Post Quartermaster Sergeant. 

Sec, 21. Pay of the Sergeant Major of a 
regiment (© be the same as now allowed to 
tne Sergeant Major of the Engineer Bat- 
talion. . 

Sec. 22. All inconsistent laws to be re- 
pealed.

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CAPT. CREEDEN’S CASE, 

The testimony of Capt. Creeden and the 
man Reppenhagen, given yesterday, is in 
one respect decidedly the most important 
that has been given since the Lexow in- 
vestigation began. It points straight to the 
source of the whole system of brutality, 
venality, and general rottenness upon 
which the Police Department is and for 
years has been conducted. It has been 
plain from the first that if the Police Com- 
mission had only once in its recent his- 
tory had a majority of honest and capable 
members, it would have done for itself 
what Dr. Parkhurst and Mr. Goff have 
been doing for it. It would have investi- 
gated and found out, and it would have 
put a stop to the rottenness, if it cost the 
liberty of every Captain on the force. It 
is because the Commissioners have been 
blackmailers that the Captains have had 
first to pay and then to levy blackmail. 

We have had three Commissioners on 
the stand since the investigation began. 
Against one of them nothing was proved 
or indicated. Another, McClave, suc- 
cumbed to nervous prostration after it 
had been shown to the satisfaction of 
every intelligent person, from his own 
bankbooks, that he had received and de- 
posited a third of $10,000 as his part of 
the price of a Police Captaincy. An- 
other, Sheehan, took warning -by Mc- 
Clave, and refused to produce his books. 
He preferred being believed to be guilty 
to being proved so. The public prefer- 
ence is the other way. 

Now it is ex-Commissioner Voorhis to 
whose lair and bank account the trail 
leads. When he was a Commissioner he 
was extensively believed to be a repre- 
sentative in the board of the better ele- 
ment. Since then he has become a Police 
Justice; but it is with surprise that the 
public must receive the testimony of two 
witnesses pointing to the conclusion that 
Voorhis extorted $15,000 as the price of 
a Police Captaincy. 

Whether Voorhis got the money, or 
whoever got it, there can be no doubt at 
all, in the mind of anybody who has read 
the testimony for the past two days, that 
Creeden paid it, and that it was as dis- 
tinctly paid as blackmail as any money 
that has been extorted by the police from 
keepers of disorderly houses, gamblers, 
bunko steerers, and ‘“‘ green-goods men.” 
It is impossible not to feel sympathy for 
Creeden, in spite of the lamentable mis- 
take that he made on Thursday in deny- 
ing what he admitted yesterday. Here 
was a man who had served through all 
the lower grades of the force with credit, 
who was entitled to aspire to a Captain- 
cy, who had served up to a Captaincy, 
who had passed a high examination for 
promotion to a Captaincy, but who found 
that his progress to a Captaincy was 
barred by his unwillingness to pay black- 
mail for promotion. Once, when there 
was a vacancy to which he was eligible, 
he spurned the proposition. Again, the 
proposition was not made to him, but he 
was passed over. The third time the 
chance and the temptation came to- 
gether. He succumbed and was pro- 
moted. Here is a decent man absolutely 
forced to enter into a corrupt bargain, or 
else to abandon fhe prospect of a promo- 
tion he has earned in a service which he 
has made the business of his life. What 
shall be said of the system and of the 
men who have forced that choice upon 
Or, rather, what shall be done to 
these men? 

Again, how can a man afford to pay 
$15,000 for a place of which the pay is 
$2,750 a year? How can he give over 
six years’ purchase for a place of which 
the pay is not really adequate to bring 
up a family in the manner in which a 
Police Captain is entitled to live? Of 
course, he cannot doit. He has no law- 
ful or honest way of increasing his in- 
come. He must resort to dishonest and 
unlawful means of reimbursing himself 
and his backers. This is what the men 
who levy blackmail upon him expect, 
and think him a fool if he does not do. 
He is the victim of the horrible system of 
which his superiors are the authors and 
the administrators. The public will fully 
agree with Mr. Goff and the committee 
that the public interest would not be 
served by removing Capt. Creeden from 
the place to which he was entitled on his 
merits, but for which he had to pay. 
But the public will insist that the men 
who blackmailed him shall be held to the 
very fullest responsibility for the vile 
conspiracy of. which he has given evi- 
dence.

THE MISSISSIPPI CONTESTS. 
Populist candidates for Congress at the 
recent election in Mississippi are begin- 
ning contests for the seats to which they 
were not elected, upon grounds which, if 
valid, would not entitle them to the seats, 


but would deprive the State of all right 
of representation in the House of Repre- 


sentatives under her:present Constitution. 

The first of these grounds is that the 
suffrage provisions of the Constitution of 
the State and the law enacted to give 
them effect are in violation of the act of 
Congress readmitting the State to “ rep- 
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States of the Union” in 1870. This 
raises the interesting qestion whether 
Mississippi's right of representation de- 
pends upon any act of Congress and 
whether Congress has any authority to 
restrict the power of a State to amend 
its own Constitution. It is extremely 
doubtful whether the ‘ condition” upon 
which Mississippi was ‘readmitted ’”’ 
under the reconstruction laws can be 
upheld. 

The second ground of the contests is 
that the suffrage restriction of the Mis- 
sissippi Constitution is in contravention 
of the fourteenth amendment of the Fed- 
eral Constitution. This amendment does 
not limit the power of any State to estab- 
lish suffrage qualifications, but it declares 
that when the right to vote of ‘ any of 
the male inhabitants being twenty-one 
years of age and citizens of the United 
States’’ is denied or abridged by any 
State, the basis of its representation shall 
be proportionately reduced. Just how 
this is to be applied has never been de- 
termined, but it is certain that it has not 
yet been applied to Mississippi or to any 
of several ‘States that have educational 
and other restrictions of the suffrage. 
Whatever the next House of Representa- 
tives may see fit to do or try to do about 
Mississippi's Constitution and laws, it 
surely cannot admit these Populist candi- 
dates to seats on the ground that there 
was no valid election in the State this 
year. 


THE BOARD OF HEALTH AND THE 
SUPPLY OF ANTITOXINE. 
Some time ago the Board of Health ap- 
plied to the authorities who control the 
appropriations and the apportionment of 
them for the appropriation of a certain 
sum—we think it was $27,000—to be used 
in the work of the board’s division of 
pathology, bacteriology, and disinfection 
with respect to tuberculosis and the diag- 
nosis and cure of diphtheria. It was also 
shown that about $25,000 was needed for 
the erection and maintenance of a stable 
to be used for the production of antitox- 
ine serum and other purposes. While a 
considerable part of each of these sums 
is required for the manufacture of the 
new blood-serum remedy for diphtheria, 
this is not the only purpose to be served 
by the entire appropriation for which 
request is made. This will be seen by 
those who are familiar with the practical 
results and value of the board’s method 
of diagnosis with respect to cases sup- 
posed to be diphtheritic, a method which 
has won the warm commendation of the 
highest authorities in the Old World. 
Final action concerning the appropria- 
tions in question for the coming year is 
soon to be taken by the Board of Bsti- 
mate and Apportionment, and while we 
are confident that the reasons given by 
the Board of Health will be regarded by 
the appropriating power as sufficient and 
convincing and that the sums for which 
application has been made will be grant- 
ed, we desire to direct attention to some 
of the considerations which, think, 
will have weight with the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, but which may 


we 


not yet have due weight with the people 
of this city. 

The citizens of New-York may justly 
be proud of the work and the reputation 
of our Board of Health. There are mani- 
festations of its ability in several depart- 
ments, tut we refer now to that depart- 
ment which deals with certain infectious 
diseases, the causes of them, the commu- 
nication and prevention of infection, and 
the relation of the latest and the most 
valuable discoveries of bacteriological 
science to diagnosis, prevention, and cure. 
The action of the board, through the 
agency, of Dr. Biggs, the chief of its bac- 
teriologieal division, concerning the use 
of the blood-serum antitoxine for diph- 
theria was not exceptional. It was the 
logical sequence or accompaniment of 
what had been done by Dr. Biggs and 
his associates in the field of diagnosis. 
We have frequently referred to the ad- 
mirable system, established some time 
ago, by which the board promptly deter- 
mines for.all physicians, by an unerring 
scientific process, whether the disease 
from whieh any patient is suffering is 
false diphtheria or true diphtheria. The 
board’s decision has already been made 
in thousands of cases, and its method of 
diagnosis is regarded with appreciation 
and gratitude by the medical profession 
in this town. The practical value of it 
can searcely be overestimated. It is the 
very useful outcome of the studies and 
researches of the board’s bacteriologists 
and pathologists. 

In this field our board easily leads the 
world. Berlin, the home of modern bac- 
teriological science—especially so far as 
this science deals with the diagnosis, pre- 
vention, or cure of germ diseases—sees 
in New-York the first practical applica~ 
tion of bacteriological analysis and in- 


’spection by the municipality to the dif- 


ferentiation of true diphtheria from 
pseudo-diphtheria for the benefit of all 
citizens, and the imperial authorities, 
giving due credit to our board, have 
taken measures to duplicate the system 
in that city. The same is true of London, 
and a dozen cities in the United States 
are now perfecting their plans for copy- 
ing the methods first introduced here. In 
other fields the exceptional ability of our 
board’s pathologists and bacteriologists 
has been shown; It is well known that 
municipal and State Boards of Health 
have for two or three years past, by pub- 
lic circulars, by regulations, and in other 
ways directed attention to the infectious 
character of the disease commonly called 
consumption, and sought to instruct the 
people as to the matmer in which this 
disease is communicated from one person 
to another, or, less frequently, from some 
diseased animal to a human being. But 
everybody does not know that the orig- 
inal impulse was given to this sanitary 
movement against tuberculosis by the 
notable report of our board’s patholo- 
gists, Drs. Prudden, Biggs, and Loomis, 
on this subject five years ago. The origin 
of this movement in the United States 
may be traced directly to that memorable 
report, which was regarded as unwar- 
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ranted and revolutionary by many 
worthy people at the time when it was 
submitted and published. 

And so the present attitude of the med- 
icat profession and of municipal Boards 
of Health in this country toward the 
biood-serum antitoxine is due largely to 
the report submitted to our board in Au- 
gust last by Dr. Biggs, who had carefully 
studied the whole question in Berlin, 
under the direction of the board. The ex- 
perience of the board here in the field of 
bacteriological diagnosis, in which it was 
a pioneer, enabled its representatives to 
see promptly and clearly the value of this 
remedy. But it should not be overlooked 
that the request for the appropriation 
was not made until the efficacy of the 
serum treatment had been established 
not only by the European records, but 
also by actual tests under the direction 
of the board in the Willard Parker Hos- 
pital and by the results which private 
practitioners have obtained in this city. 

It is very desirable that the board 
should be enabled to produce a sufficient 
supply of the antitoxine for the wants of 
New-York, not only because the remedy 
is needed for the treatment of a disease 
which slays nearly 2,000 persons here 
every year, but also for the reason that 
the supply of this remedy should be con- 
trolled by the board in order that the 
good, quality of it may be insured by 
it is 
known that spurious antitoxine has been 
sold in New-York. Obviously, no sales of 
such deceptive and fraudulent liquids 
should be permitted. 
recommendations of Dr. Biggs and of Dr. 
Prudden, the consulting pathologist, have 
called public attention to this. The 
foisting of inert or harmful fluids upon 
the public here under the name of anti- 
toxine is nothing short of a crime. The 
use of such fluids may in itself cause 
death, preventing 
the use of other ordinary remedies. The 
guarantee of the board, whether applied 
to the imported serum of Behring, Aron- 
son, or Roux, or to the product of the 
board’s own laboratory, is required for 
the protection of citizens. ‘

What is needed, what is 
indispensable, is that every dollar of the 
bank issues shall, the moment it ceases 
to circulate in actual exchanges, return 
to the bank of issue and be there re- 
deemed. On this condition the banks get 
all the profit from circulation that is 
consistent with the safety of the note 
holder and no more. 

Various plans have been submitted to 
bring about this redemption. One is the 
division of the country into half a dozen 
redemption districts, in each of which 
there shall be a central redemption 
agency at which all notes, whether is- 
sued within the district or not, should be 
redeemed on presentation, each agency 
sending the notes from other districts to 
the respective agencies for redemption. 
It is probable that this plan could be de- 
veloped in a form to be effective. That 
would depend entirely on the promptness 
with which it could be made to work. 
There would be a tendency to check re- 
demption by the variations of exchange 
at the different agency cities, which it 
would require careful study to overcome. 
Another plan contemplates a single re- 
demption agency in this city as being the 
financial centre of the country, and this 
would have the distinct advantage that 
exchange generally favors the sending of 
currency in this direction. 

The chief defect, the real vice of our 
present currency system, whether of Gov- 
ernment paper or of national bank notes, 
is its rigidity. In the case of the Govern- 
ment paper the rigidity is created and 
enforced by law. The total volume in 
circulation cannot be increased and can- 
not be reduced save by the insignificant 
amount passing through the Treasury 
and for the relatively short time thus oc- 
cupied. The dictate of the law is that 
when the notes of the Government come 
into the Treasury in any way, either in 
payment of dues to the Government or 
for redemption, they must as rapidly as 
possible be reissued and kept in circula- 
tion. As to the national bank notes, the 
conditions are more complicated. The 
increase of circulation is not determined 
solely by the legitimate demands of busi- 
ness, but is largely affected by the price 
of bonds, which does not necessarily cor- 
respond to the requirements of business. 
On the other hand, the increase once ha¥- 
ing been made, the reduction is checked 
by definite provision of law and cannot 
exceed the rate so fixed. To call this a 
rationally elastic currency is absurd. 
Real elasticity means the regular and 
automatic response of the course of the 
currency up or down to the actual re- 
quirements of trade. Redemption, to se- 


“eure this, must act like a safety valve. 


A.safety valve that did not work with 
increased or diminished pressure, but was 
regulated by a force practically inde- 
pendent and unconnected, would secure 
no regularity or safety whatever. 
Perfect redemption is peculiarly nec- 
essary if the specific security of bonds is 
to be given up and if the bank notes are 
relied upon to furnish a large part of the 
currency. The part they furnish must 
be flexible and its course must be deter- 
mined easily and surely by the conditions 
of trade. This is not only requisite to the 
safety of the notes, but to the orderly 
and regular procedure of business. The 
only way ‘to prevent a heavy demand for 
redemption at times of apprehension, 
when the least delay heightens anxiety 
and tends to produce panic, is to provide 
for the steady redemption of all notes not 
actually employed in exchanges. That 
was what the Suffolk Bank system— 
which was simply a very perfect bank- 
note clearing house—did for New-Eng- 
land. No currency re. rm will be really 
effective without the principle of this 
safeguard, and with this defects of ary 
other kind will surely be developed and 
corrected. 
THE CONDITION OF THE ARMY. 
It is simple justice to say that the offi- 
cial reports just laid before Congress 
show that the army is to-day in a con- 
dition of efficiency unsurpassed, if ever 
equaled, during the last twenty years. 
One striking proof of this fact is to be 
found in the remarkable decrease of de- 
sertions to only 1,073 for the last fiscal 
year, as against 1,682 for the twelve- 
month preceding; and a second is that 
the rate of discharges for disability is 
When the 
expense involved in desertions is consid- 


the smallest ever recorded. 
ered, and the cost of procuring and train- 
ing recruits, the pecuniary gain alone ef- 
fected by reducing the drain, both from 
desertions and from discharges for dis- 
ability, is very great. But far more im- 
portant is the indication of the good 
physical and moral character of the en- 
listed men. To appreciate this fact, we 
need only recall that ten years ago a sin- 
gle year’s desertions reached the aston- 
ishing number of 3,672, and the aggre- 
gate of two successive years reached 
7,250; and that was on a legal maximum 
no greater than that of the army to-day.

A good testimonial to the general satis- 
faction with army life now felt is the 
fact that during the last fiscal year more 
than two-thirds of the men whose terms 
expired re-enlisted, and it is already 
known that the same will be true of the 
current year. With plenty of excellent 
recruits to be had, and most of the men 
who enlist anxious to stay in the army, 
there is no reason why the little regular 
force should not become one of pick2d 
men. The few bills pending in Congress 
for the further improvement of the army 
merit the careful attention of that body. 
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THE DECISION IN THE DEBS CASE. 

The importance of the decision of 
Judge Woods of the United States Circuit 
Court at Chicago, holding Eugene V. 
Debs guilty of contempt of court in vio- 
lating the injunction order in the rail- 
road strike case, is not due to the fact 
that it results in the punishment of the 
labor leader for his offense, but to its 
vindication of the power of the Govern- 
ment to deal with conspiracies for inter- 
fering with inter-State commerce. The 


‘defense rested first upon a denial of the 


jurisdiction of the court in a suit against 
the defendants for conspiracy to hinder 
and interrupt inter-State commerce and 
the carriage of the mails upon the rail- 
roads centring in Chicago; second, upon 
a denial that any such conspiracy exist- 
ed, and, third, upon a denial that the in- 
junction order was violated. 

It is hardly worth while to follow the 
argument sustaining the jurisdiction of 
the court. It rests chiefly upon the con- 
stitutional power of Congress to regu- 
late commerce between the States and 
the exercise of that power in what is 
called the inter-State commerce law, nec- 
essarily implying the jurisdiction of the 
Federal courts ‘“‘to protect that com- 
merce from interference or obstruc- 
tion”; upon the ownership which the 
Government holds in the United States 
mails and the appliances for carrying 
them, and upon the law against combi- 
nations in restraint of trade. It is, of 
course, necessary that this jurisdiction 
should exist, if there is to be any protec- 
tion by legal or equitable proceedings 
for the vast public interest involved in 
inter-State railroad traffic. That it does 
exist is made clear in this decision. 

It hardly needs a judicial opinion to 
convince any one that the conspiracy 
existed last Summer. As Judge Woods 
says, “‘ the fact that it was the purpose 
of Debs, Phelan, and their associates to 
paralyze the inter-State commerce of this 
country is shown conclusively in this 
case and is known of all men.’’ The boy- 
cott of the Pullman cars and the strike 
upon the railroads that consented to haul 
them could only be effective by the in- 
terruption of inter-State commerce. If 
that was not the purpose, the whole pro- 
ceeding was futile and senseless. To 


stop the working of the roads was to in- 
terrupt the traffic in which they were 
engaged, and stopping the operation of 
the roads was the means adopted for 
bringing them to terms and coercing 
them to sustain the boycott. That there 
was a conspiracy to bring this about was 
plain on the face of it, and the judicial 
argument is only necessary to bring it 
clearly in line with the legal definition of 
conspiracy, which the court does very 
effectively in this decision. .The injunc- 
tion order was directed against the exe- 
cution of this conspiracy. 

The jurisdiction of the court and the 
existence of the conspiracy within the 
meaning of the law being established, the 
remaining question was one of fact. 
Was the injunction violated? It 
matter of common knowledge that after 
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the order was issued the strike contin- 
ued and the effort to prevent the resump- 
tion of traffic was persisted in until it 
became necessary to use military force to 
repress disorder and protect life and 
property. As Judge Woods remarks, the 
defendants “conducted and controlled 
the strike with persistent consistency of 
purpose and unvarying methods of ac- 
tion,” and “ no essential voluntary modi- 
fication of their course of action either 
followed or was caused by the injunc- 
tion.” They may have deprecated acts 
of riot and destruction of property, but 
they must have expected and intended 
the “customary accessories of intimida- 
tion and violence, so far at least as found 
essential to success,” for these were not 
only the inevitable consequence of their 
orders, but the only means by which they 
could be made effective at a time when 
many idle men were seeking employment.

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WILSON BARRETT AS HAMLET 


The Impersonation and the Play 


Warmly Applauded, 


The representation of Hamlet at the 
American Theatre last evening was well 
ordered, spirited, and interesting. The 
scenery was handsome and elaborate, and 
the pictures were changed and _ shifted 
without unnecessary delays. The house was 
well filled, especially the upper part of it, 
by people who had gone to enjoy the play 
and not primarily to compare the acting 
with other representations. There were 
those in the gallery who hissed the King, 
not because they thought Mr. Stafford 
Smith a bad actor, but because they hate* 
a villain. There were others, all over the 
house, who were inexpressibly shocked and 
amazed by the revelations of evil deeds 
in the royal household of Denmark, and 
who were surprised and pleased, and re- 
marked to one another, “‘ That’s good,” 
when Hamlet made @ particularly apt re- 
tort to Polonius or the intriguing courtiers. 

In fact Mr. Wilson Barrett could not 
have had a better audience, and probably 
his vigorous, spirited, occasionally indis- 
tinct, (as to speech,) but always picturesque 
portrayal of Hamlet was never more high- 
ly appreciated. When this portrayal was 
first seen here, Mr. Barrett was laboring 
under a painful disadvantage. His posi- 
tion in the theatrical world was misunder- 
stood. His Hamlet was compared with 
Booth’s and Irving’s, and the critics went 
to see it armed for the fray of analysis, 
with their Shakespeares under their arms, 
and their memories of the glorious past re- 
freshed. They were disappointed, because 
they found the performance ‘“ common- 
place.” 

But even the “‘ commonplace” is not to 
be despised when the level of poetic drama 
is below that mark. Mr. Barrett's Ham- 
let, seen as it was seen last night, was 
found to be vastly more interesting than 
Mr. Willard’s, and better than any other 
embodiment of the rédle now to be seen 
anywhere in this country. It has not 
greatly changed in the lapse of years. 
Hamlet’s melancholy is less marked than 
his wrath in the earlier scenes. He still 
thinks of killing the King before the Ghost 
appears. Most of his elocution is open to 
serious objection, but he reads the im- 
mortality soliloquy well, and the ‘‘O, What 
a rogue,” with convincing vehemence, if 
not with much vocal beauty. He makes 
the scene with Ophelia perfectly intelligible, 
but misses the mournful pathos of it he is 
over-demonstrative before the climax of 
the play scene, but he is excellent in the 
succeeding passage with the courtiers 
and carries the burden of the episode in the 
Queen’s closet with the true dignity of 
tragedy, refraining from the flow of tears 
and the outburst of filial love with which 
some other actors of note have chosen to 
disfigure that profoundly moving scene. 

As before, Mr. Barrett places both of 
the great soliloquies in Act IL, 
closes with the scene between Hamlet and 
Ophelia. The play scene is still represented 
out of doors by moonlight and torchligh 
and Act III. ends, not with Hamlet’s “ goo 
night”’ to nis mother, but with his depart- 
ure for England. 

The supporting actors were diligent if not 
remarkably gifted. The Ghost of Mr. Mc- 
Leay was eloquent. The Ophelia of Miss 
Jeffries was painstaking, and the Queen of 
Miss Hoffman indicated the intelligence 
and zeal of a young actress who, as yet, 
lacks the needful command of her art for 
so arduous a réle. 


“LOHENGRIN” AT THE OPERA 


Second Performance of Wagner's 


Opera Heard by a Large Audience. 


Waener’s opera. “ Lohengrin” was per- 
formed at the Metropolitan Opera House 
last night for the second time this season. 
The house was filled, and the applause was 
of the most enthusiastic kind. It was 
thoroughly merited, for the performance 
was simply a repetition of the first, which 
was acclaimed as one of the best, if not 
the very best, ever heard in this city. The 
only change in the cast last night was the 
substitution of Edouard de Reszke for M. 
Plancgon in the rdle of the King. This 
change, of course, was not one that the 
audience could object to, for the ‘part is 
one that gives fine scope for the famous 
basso’s grand voice and noble style. 

M. Jean de Reszke was again the Lohen- 
grin, and it may be said that his inter- 
pretation of the part grows in favor with 
each repetition. He was in better voice 
than he was at the first performance, 
Mme. Nordica repeated her intelligent per- 
formance of Elsa, which carries with it in 
these troublous days of art a deal of 
authority. Mme. Mantelli was the Ortrud, 
and it is safe to say that the habitués of 
the Opera House have not heard a better 
one. Signor Ancona’s Telramund is, like 
all the interpretations of this baritone, in- 
teresting and commendable, but by no 
means startling. Signor Abramoff had an- 
other struggle ;with the music of the 
Herald, but he acquitied himself with 
credit. The chorus, as usual, had rather @ 
hard time of it, but the orchestra played 
admirably. Signor Mancinelli conducted 
with his customary skill and enthusiasm.

POSSIBLE MEMBERS OF HIS CABINET 


The British Cruiser Blenheim Is 


Carry Sir John Thompson's 


Body from Portsmouth 


to Halifax, 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Dee. 14.—The report 
éent last night that the Hon. Mackenzie 
Bowell had been directed by the Governor 
General to form a new Cabinet is officially 
confirmed this morning. Mr. Bowell told his 
Excellency, in effect, that, while:fully re- 
alizing the difficulties and responsibilities of 
assuming so important a duty, he could not, 
appreciating the mark of confidence reposed 
in him by this request, decline the réspon- 
sibility of acceding to it, and he would at 
the first possible opportunity consult with 
his colleagues and report to his Excellency. 
Mr. Bowell added that, as some of his col- 
jeagues would not arrive in the city until 
next week, he would have to ask sufficient 
time to enable him to consult with all those 
with whom he had not already conferred. 
This request was readily acceded to. 

The Hon. Mackenzie Bowell was born at 
Ricking Hall, Suffolk, England, in 1823, and 
eame to Canada with his parents in 1832. In 
his early manhood, he was a newspaper 
man, and he delights to tell of the days 
when he learned the first practical duties 
of journalism in delivering to subscribers 
the weekly sheet. He was elected to Par- 
liament from North Hastings, and, after an 
active experience, was made Minister of 
Customs in Sir John Macdonald’s Cabinet, 
in 1878, a position which he has held con- 
tinuously since that time, 

As a departmental officer, Mr. Bowell has 
few superiors. He is a thorough Canadian 
and protectionist, and, as Minister of Cus- 
toms, has had the opportunity of pushing 
his principles to the utmost verge. He is 
also a prominent member of the Orange 
body, having held the office of Grand Mas- 
ter for a number of years. While Sir John 
Thompson was abroad, Mr. Bowell) held the 
effice of Acting Premier. 

The following is likely to be the per- 
sonnel of the new Cabinet: Premier and 
President of Privy Council—The Hon. Mac- 
kenzie Bowell; Postmaster General—Sir A. 
J. Caron; Secretary of State—John Costigan; 
Minister of Finance—George E. Foster; Ma- 
rine and Fisheries—Sir Charles Tupper; Rail- 
ways and Canals—John Haggart; Public 
Works—J. A. Ouimet; Militia and De- 
fense—J. C. Patterson; Interior—T. M. 
Daly; Justice—A. R. Angers; Agriculture— 
W. EB. Ives; Trade and Commerce— 
Thomas Edward Kenny; without portfolio 
—Sir John Carling, Sir Frank Smith; in the 
Ministry, but not in the Cabinet: Solicitor 
General—J. J. Curran; Controller of Cus- 
toms—N. C. Wallace; Controller of Inland 
Revenue—J. F. Wood. 

The meeting of Ministers in the private 
council chamber last evening was called, it 
is learned, to take into consideration two 
important matters in connection with Sir 
John Thompson’s death: preliminary ar- 
rangements for the State funeral and a 
provision for the widow and depending 
family of the late Premier. Upon the 
latter point it was decided that the 
circumstances of Lady Thompson and her 
family were such as to justify the col- 
leagues of the late Sir John Thompson in 
asking for a national subscription to create 
a fund for their support, and the Hon. 
Mackenzie Bowell and the Hon. W. B. 
Ives were appointed a committee to carry 
out that suggestion. The Finance Minister 
will be asked to act as Treasurer of the fund 
until the subscribers may appoint Trustees 
to manage it. 

LONDON, Dec. 14.—The Admiralty has 
sent a cable dispatch to the Admiral of the 
channel squadron at Gibraltar, instructing 
that officer to send the cruiser Blenheim to 
Spithead at once. She is expected to arrive 
there Monday at midnight and to proceed 
at once from that place to Portsmouth, 
where the body of Sir John Thompson will 
be taken on board and conveyed to Halifax. 

A requiem mass was celebrated in the 
Lady Chapel, in Spanish Place, this morn- 
ing. The service lasted forty-five minutes. 
At the conclusion of the mass the mourners 
and friends passed around the coffin and 
looked upon the face of the dead Premier. 
The coffin is of mahogany, upon which is a 
heavy brass shield with the inscription: 
“The Right Hon. Sir John 8. D. Thompson, 
P. Cc, K. GC. M. G., M. P., Q. C. Died at 
Windsor Castle December 12, 1804, aged fifty 
years. Requiescat in pace.” 

The coflin was removed this afternoon to 
the private mortuary of Messrs. Garstin & 
Sons, in Welbeck Street. Two plaster casts 
of the features of the dead statesman were 
taken early this morning. One of them was 
-ordered by the Canadian Government and 
the other by the family of the deceased. 

The chamber at Garstin’s in which the 
body rests is draped heavily. The walls 
are black and the metal of the chandelier 
is wrapped in black cloth. A large cross 
was placed on the coffin this evening. The 
body is not watched by priests, and no 
tapers or candles burn in the room. No 
further services over the body will be held 
in England. 

The London Chamber of Commerce to- 
day passed resolutions concerning Sir John 
Thompson's death, and appointed a com- 
mittee to request Sir Charles Tupper to 
express its sorrow and sympathy to Lady 
Thompson. Similar action will be taken by 
commercial associations in Liverpool, Glas- 
gow, Manchester, and other cities. 

The provincial newspapers continue to 
comment with deep regret upon the Pre- 
mier’s sudden death. Many publish letters 
concerning his public career, and intense 
interest in the solidification of England’s 
colonial empire. To-day the letters re- 
ceived at the Dominion offices from the 
West of England and Scotland have been 
exceptionally numerous. 

This evening’s issue.of The Gazette con- 
tains the following: 

“Windsor, Dec. 12.—Sir John S. D. 
Thompson was to-day sworn as her Majes- 
ty’s Privy Councillor, and took his seat at 
the board accordingly.”

OF JAPAN’S NAVY. 


Extraordinary Experience of the 


Ikutsushima in Yalu Battle. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—An interesting 
account has been sent to the Nayal Intelli- 
gence Office by Lieut. Simpson of the Balti- 
more, in a long and graphic letter of the 
visit he paid to the Japanese ship Ikutsu- 
shima, 

This vessel took part in the battle of Yalu, 
and was subjected to a severe fire from the 
Chinese fleet. The Ikutsushima is one of 
the principal vessels of the Japanese Nayy, 
being of more than 4,000 tons, and haying 
a powerful armament, including one twelve- 
inch gun and eleven five-inch guns, 

The vessel is one of the latest, haying 
been built in 1890, It sustained the greatest 
damage of any of the Japanese vessels in 
the Yalu engagement, but even the awful 
fire to which it was subjected did not in- 
terfere with the efficiency of the vessel. 
Lieut. Simpson says the upper works were 
fairly riddled, the masts shot to pieces, and 
little of the superstructure remained unin-

was so well protected by its armor that the 
parts were not reached.

Death Francois 


PARIS, Dee. 14.—M. Jean Francois 
goux, the celebrated French painter, 
Monday last and was buried to-day. 

Jean Francois Gigoux was an intelligent 
portrait painter, an inspired religious paint- 
er, and his paintings are treasured in gal- 
leries and in choirs of churches that are 
treasures of the world, but every book lover 
worthy of the name admires him as the 
illustrator of the ‘‘ Gil Blas,” edition of 18385, 
and might well be surprised that to this 
form of art he was not restricted. The edi- 
tion is one of the most valuable works of 
the Romanticist epoch. 

The artist was born at Besancon Jan. 6, 
1808. He went to the Ecole des Beaux- 
Arts, and, in 1831, exhibited at the Salon a 
series of lithographs, ‘* studies por- 
traits.”” This was an artistic but 
he had not the temperament to be limited to 
lithography, and his subsequent exhibitions 
were paintings. 

He exhibited a portrait of Henry IV., 
writing verses on the missal of Gabrielle 
d’Estrées ’’’; ‘‘ La Toilette de Mme. Dubar- 
ry’; ‘‘La Bonne Aventure ’’; ‘ La Mort de 
Léonard de Vinci’’; ‘‘ Antoine et Cléopatre 
aprés la Bataille d’Actium’’; ‘‘ Hélojse Re- 
cevant les Restes d’Abeilard’’; ‘* Made- 
laine,’’” purchased by the King; ‘‘ Le Bap- 
téme de Clovis,’’ purchased by the Minister 
of the Interior; ‘‘La Mort de Cléopatre ”’;

Homage to Auguste Burdeau. 

PARIS, Dec. 14.—The body of M. Burdeau 
is exposed to view in the Salle d@’Honneur 
in the Palais Bourbon, where it is looked 
upon by a ceaseless stream of visitors. 
Workmen are engaged in erecting in the 
courtyard a catafalque thirty feet high, 
upon which the coffin will be placed. 

President Casimir-Perier will personally 
attend the funeral of his former colleague, 
M. Burdeau. 

The body of Count Ferdinand de Lesseps 
arrived in this city last evening, and was 
conveyed to the Church of St. Pierre de 
Chaillot. 

Count Muenster, German Ambassador, 
called, in behalf of Emperor William, on 
the President to-day and expressed his sym- 
athy with the Government on account of 
1. Burdeau’s death. M. Burdeau, as dele- 
gate to the Berlin Labor Conference, Count 
Muenster said, made a very favorable im- 
pression upon his Majesty. 


Giolitti Revelations Deferred, 

ROME, Dec. 14.—The publication of the 
Giolitti documents is deferred till to-mor- 
row. The Deputies and the whole reading 
public await the revelations with intense in- 
terest. The Fanfulla says the documents 
show that sixty-four Deputies were bribe- 
takers. It is known, however, that the 
bulk of the papers concern matters already 
thoroughly discussed. Among the private 
papers laid before the Parliamentary Com- 
mission of Inquiry were some 100 domestic 
letters belonging to Mme. Crispi, and not 
relating in any way to Banca Romana af- 
fairs or politics. Mme. Crispi threatens to 
sue Giolitti for theft and defamation of 
character. The ex-Premier did not appear in 
the Chamber to-day. He avoided a disagree- 
able experience ay Staying away, as many 
Deputies speak with unbounded indignation 
of his perfidious treatment of the Crispis. 


Homage to Hermann Helmholz. 

BERLIN, Dec, 14.—A memorial celebration 
in honor of Hermann Helmholz was held in 
the hall of the Song Academy to-day. There 
was a large attendance, including the Em- 
peror and Empress, the Faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, the members of the Min- 
istry and municipality, and the members of 


the Reichstag. Herr Joseph Joachim, the 
violinist, took part in the exercises and won 
applause by his rendition of Schumann’s 
“ Abendlied.”” An address was made by 
Prof. Bezold. An immense bust of Helm- 
holz, almost buried in flowers, occupied the 
centre of the stage, 


Hohenlohe’s Salary Raised, 


BERLIN, Dec. 14.—Emperor William, at 
his own initiative, has added 100,000 marks to 
Chancellor Prince Hohenlohe’s official salary, 
to cover the financial loss which he suffered 
by giving up the Governorship of Alsace-Lor- 
raine. As the Chancellor is a rich man, 
who is not even remotely dependent upon 
his salary, the Emperor’s action is criti- 
cised. It will be discussed in the Reichs- 
tag, and the increase will not be paid unless 
voted by the Deputies. 


Cork Town Council in a Tempest. 

CORK, Dec. 14.—The Mayor caused an up- 
roar in the Town Council to-day by moving 
that the Government be condemned for re- 


fusing to release the Irish political prison- 
ers. After a heated debate the Anti-Parnel- 
lite members withdrew amid jeers and hiss- 
es, and the motion was adopted by a vote 
of 18 to 11,

LIVERPOOL, Dec. 14.—The Richards 
Company, whose offer to purchase the Do- 
minion Steamship Company Line has been 


accepted, is said to be financed by Man- 
chester cattle traders, who propose to im- 
port cattle by way of the ship canal.

EN TALKS 
Would Accept the Terms Offered If 
He Had Power to Do So. 


—_——- + -- 


THE MATTER NOW OUT OF HIS HANDS 


LORD 


Refuses to Discuss the Suggestion of 
Challenging Through Another 
Club—The Field Condemns 
the Deed of Gift. 


LONDON, Dec. 14.—Lord Dunraven, in an 
fnterview with a Field reporter to-day, said: 
“ Having regard for the various reports of 
alleged interviews with me which have been 
cabled from the States and published in 
England, I am glad to have a chance to ex- 
press my opinion, although the matter of 
the race is now entirely out of my hands.” 
Lord Dunraven then traced the history of 
the difficulties since 1887. As to the New- 
York Club’s cablegram of Dec. 10, he said: 
“If I was free, and backed by a resolution 
of the Royal Yacht Squadron, I would race 
on these terms.’’ Questioned concerning 
the chances ‘ot a race next year, he re- 
plied: 

‘‘I have read that they were anxious to 
race. If so, there will be a race. But they 
have made the position very difficult by 
raising the same point which stopped the 
match with the first Valkyrie. It never oc- 
curred to me that the terms of the 1892 
challenge were regarded as unsatisfactory. 
Nobody said so when I was in New-York 
in 1893.” 

Lord Dunraven discussed the chances 
of future races. If there was any difficulty, 
he said, he felt it was a pity that those 
feeling it did not begin to remove it sooner. 
His last words were: ‘‘The race is cer- 
tain if the committee agrees to race under 
any circumstances, and then clear up its 
difficulties later with the Royal Yacht 
Squadron. The race may be for the Amer- 
ica’s Cup or something else. This is virtual- 
ly the offer that I made with the first Val- 
kyrie, which the New-York Yacht Club re- 
fused. It is its turn to offer now. I con- 
sider the suggestion that the challenge be 
issued through some other club than the 
Royal Yacht Squadron unworthy of dis- 
cussion.”’ 

The Field will say to-morrow morning, 
concerning the meeting of the Royal Yacht 
Squadron Committee: 

“Tf the meeting to-day decides not to 
hold the cup under the deed of gift, it will 
mean the destruction of the deed or no 
more races for the cup. If it accepts the 
deed, it will mean only that the cup can be 
challenged for without question under the 
terms which the New-York Yacht Club has 
now conceded, and which we all consider 
fair, excepting the ten months’ notice. Lord 
Dunraven is likely to be steady on this 
point, as it means a very great deal. 

“The New-York Club has put the wrong 
estimate on the situation as regards the 
new deed. It would _be safe to accept the 
deed with the New-York Club’s liberal in- 
terpretation regarding what is allowable 
under the mutuakagreement clause. We 
believe that Lord Dunraven also has this 
opinion, but he cannot be answerable for 
the Royal Yacht Squadron. In view of the 
dead-lock, it seems most unlikely that there 
on any matches in 1895, or any more 

‘“‘Lord Dunraven’s offer to sail for any 
trophy that the club may appoint against 
the vessel which would have contested the 
America’s Cup would mean the supersedure 
of the latter, and would be very effective 
in satisfactorily obliterating a long train 
of disagreeable associations. The very 
name of the America’s Cup chiefly suggests 
now unfairness and contemptible meanness. 
The recollection of these features would 
have been obliterated by the liberal terms 
conceded to the challenger in 1893 and _ 1894, 
but now it is pretty plain that the New- 
York Yacht Club must destroy the new 
deed if the cup is to be challenged for 
again.”’ 

The Field then discusses the suggestion 
that Lord Dunraven apply to another club 
to sanction the challenge, and recalls that 
in 1887 a refusal was given to indorse such 
a course and the Royal London Club and 
the Yacht-Racing Association denounced 
the deed. It would be impossible for any 
British club to back the challenge, unless 
it should be made absolutely plain tnat 
the cup would be held under fair conditions. 
The New-York Club deliberately chose to 
accept and hold the cup under conditions 

that they now admitted to have been unfair, 
judging by their interpretation of the mut- 
ual-agreement clause, but because they put 
themselves in such an unenviable position 
there is no reason why any British club 
should do the same. 


MAY KNOW TO-DAY. 


Flag Officers of the Royal Yacht 
Squadron to Meet. 


It is very probable that some time to-day it will 
be known definitely whether there will be a race 
for the America’s Cup next year. To-day at noon 
the Prince of Wales and the Marquis of Ormonde, 
the flag officers of the Royal Yacht Squadron, and 
Richard Grant, the Secretary, will meet at Marl- 
borough House, London, and find out if they can 
agree to the changes suggested by the New-York 
Yacht Club Cup Committee, in the challenge 
sent on behalf of Lord Dunraven. 

If they decide that they have the power, then 
the chances are in favor of a race, but if they 
have not the power, then there will be no race 
next year, because it would take too long to call 
a meeting of the members of the squadron, and 
refer the question to them. 

The Englishmen are opposed to the deed of 
gift of 1887, and have always said so, but the 
mutual] ~greement clause, according to Gen. 
Paine and ex-Commodore James D. Smith, gives 
such power to the challenging parties and to 
the challenged that it may also have removed 
the objections and result in the Royal Yacht 
Squadron agreeirg to sign the necessary receipt 
for the cup in the event of its being won by the 
Valkyrie. 

There was no meeting of the Cup Committee 
yesterday, but as soon as a message is received 
from the Royal Yacht Squadron the members 
will meet at once. If the message is favorable 
a meeting of the members of the New-York 
Yacht Club will be called to formally accept 
the challenge. 


BARBEAU’S GREAT BICYCLING. 


The Riverside Crack Does a Half Mile 
in 1:05 2-5 at Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 14.—If any one enter- 
tained any doubt as to the excellence of the track 
at Industrial Hall, it will certainl® be dispelled 
by the announcement of the performance of W. 
A. Barbeau of the Riverside Wheelmen to-night, 
This young man made a trial, and a very suc- 
cessful one, against the existing world’s retord 
for a half mile on an indoor track. This mark, 
which was 1:102-5, and lowered by him 
five seconds. He rode the distance in the phe- 
nomenal time of 1:05 2-5. 

This performance is really remarkable, and re- 
flects not only an immense amount of credit upon 
the young man who did it, but is undeniable 
proof of the excellence of the track. The previous 
record was made on the ten-lap track at Madison 
Square Garden, while Barbeau’s performance was 
on an eighteen-lap track. Barbeau has captivated 
every one who has seen him ride, and his won- 
derful feat of to-night will no doubt be eclipsed 
when he will try for the world’s mile indoor 
record. 

Barbeau came to scratch to-night under a fair 
gait, and when the pistol shot was fired set to 
work with a will. He pedaled away steadily, 
and, urged on by the plaudits of the spectators, 
kept up a pace that was surprising. When the 
announcement was made that he had clipped five 
seconds from the world’s record the shout of 
a@yause that greeted him could not but have 


been a source of gratification to him in addition 
to the knowledge of the fact that he had just 
accomlished a most notable ride. 

The New-Yorkers gave another exhibition of 
the way they can pedal in the first heat of the 
first event om the programme. Charles Earl, 
thie jolly undertaker, and Charles Leibold had it 
nip and tuck, the former winning by a narrow 
margin in 2:32 2-5. 

Later on, in the one-mile handicap, Earl and 
Walter Roome of Jersey City had a close con- 
test, which resulted in the defeat of the latter. 
The time made in this event was 2:20 1-5, which 
goes still further to prove the excellence of the 
track. In the first heat of this race, F Rum- 
ford and Howard Nester were very close, the 
former winning by a spurt at the tape. 

In the first heat of the three-mile open, Roome 
and Barbeau came together to qualify by riding 
a mile. Roome qualified, although hard pushed 
by Barbeau, who was hanging to his rear wheel 
for nearly a lap, but was unable to get ahead 
when the tape was reached, still being in that 
position. Earl and Wenzel came together in. the 
second heat of this race. The local man gave 
the Brooklynite a lively bustle, but was unable 
to catch him, and tailed to qualify. 

The concluding event of the evening was the 
two-mile four-lap race, the first heat of which 
Was won Bar u, who was ahead every time

To make up for this, the manage- 
ment substituted a trial for the two-mile record, 
which was made by W. C, Koome. Roome was 
paced alternately by Barbeau and LWarl, and suc- 
ceeded in lowering the record 24-5 seconds, to 
4:45 1-5. His time for the half was 1:12 3-5, the

Orders to fill that ves- 
sels complement with men having two years 
or more to serve have been received by the 
commandant of the yard, and referred by 
him to the commanding officers of the 
receiving ship Vermont. There has as yet 
been no hint as to what station the ship 
will be ordered to.

The defective ventilation in the forward 
fireroom of the cruiser Raleigh has drawn 
attention to a similar imperfection in the 
fireroom of her sister ship, the Cincinnati. 
The two bureaus which are concerned in 
the matter have diametrically opposite 
ways of remedying the defect.

STOKES’S BIG JUDGMENT AFFIRMED 


John W. Mackay and Hector De Castro 
Must Pay $94,606, 


Edward S. Stokes’s verdict for $94,006 
against John W. Mackay and Hector de 
Castro has been affirmed by the General 
Term of the Supreme Court. 

The action was to recover $75,000, with 
interest, from May, 1884, on a contract 
made by Stokes by which he was to receive 
$100,000, and he and C. H. Read & Co. to 
be relieved of all obligations to Mackay 
in consideration of Stokes turning over all 


stock of the Bankers and Merchants’ Tele- 
graph Company and the United Lines Tele- 
graph Company,, which he had purchased 
for Mackay. 

Stokes received $25,000 on account after 
he had delivered the securities to Col. R. G. 
Ingersoll, who was the counsel for Mackay. 


MRS, COSTER’S WILL CONTESTED. 


Her Estate Was to be Received by 
Woodlawn Cemetery Association. 


Mrs. Cornelia F. Coster directed that 
after her death her estate, valued at $400,- 
000, should go to the Woodlawn Cemetery 
Association, to be used for the purchase of 
a plot of ground in that cemetery and for the 
erection of a mausoleum, in which were 
to be placed the bodies of the testatrix, 
her husband, and her parents, William QG, 
and Adeline Breese. This disposition of 
the estate was made pursuant to an 
agreement made between the testatrix, her 
mother, and her husband, John Gerard Cos- 
ter, who died some years before her, to 
honor the memory of her parents and hus- 
band, from whom she derived the principal 
portion of her estate, as Mrs. Coster’s will 
declared. 

Mrs. Coster died April 1 of this year at 
the Hotel Savoy. Her will was executed 
the day before she died, and appoints Fred- 
erick Seymour of East Orange, N. J., gole 
executor. He is to have $20,000, and all 
the residue of the old lady’s estate is left 
to the Woodlawn Cemetery Association in 
trust. 

A contest over the will has now been be- 
gun by Charles A. Sands, a relative, in his 
own interest and as administrator of the 
will of Elizabeth Sands, who was a_halt- 
sister of the father of Mrs. Coster. He is 
represented by Joseph P. Osborne, and 
charges that the will was not the free exe- 
cution of Mrs. Coster, that she was of un- 
sound mind, and that it is illegal and void. 
Mrs. Coster was declared a lunatic in De- 
cember, 1892, by the Supreme Court, but 
she regained her liberty, and was declared 
sane in July, 1893. 


THE ELM STREET WIDENING, 


Opposition to the Appointment of a 
Commission of Assessment. 


The question of the appointment of a 
Commission of Estimate and Assessment for 
the Elm Street widening was before Justice 
Patterson in Supreme €ourt, Chambers, yes- 
terday. A small army of lawyers was on 
hand, representing the property owners. 

Objection was made to the appointment of 
the commission on the ground that the 
act providing for the improvement was un- 
constitutional, as-it allowed the commission 
to take the property, leaving the owners 


only the alternative of a lawsuit, as the 
property needed would be taken before pay- 
ment was made to the owners. 

Mann & Mann appeared for 8S. V. R. 
Cruger as Controller of the Trinity Church 
Corporation, and said the corporation would 
hand up points on the constitutionality of 
the act. Among the other owners repre- 
sented were the Roman Catholic Orphan 
Asylum, the Stewart heirs, the Roosevelt 
estate, the Rodman estate, and the Keppler 
estate. 

John A. Haves, as owner and attorney for 
the majority of the property owners along 
the line of the improvement, presented a pe- 
tition from them asking that, in the event 
of the appointment of Commissioners, one 
of them should be Eugene R. Philbin, who 
is associated with Superior Court Judge- 
elect Beekman. 

Time was allowed for the attorneys to put 
in points on the constitutionality of the act 
and to submit briefs. 


A CHEMISTRY LESSON IN COURT, 


Prof. R, Ogden Doremus a Witness in 
the Trial of Lawyer Schooley. 


Prof. R. Ogden Doremus gave a lesson in 


chemistry yesterday before Judge Martine 
and a jury in Part I. of the Court of Gen- 


eral Sessions. He filled the courtroom with 
vile odors that almost choked the specta- 
tors, but he also brought out some facts 
that proved exceedingly damaging to the 
prisoner, W. H. Schooley, the lawyer in 
whose trial the professor was called as a 
witness. 

Schooley is charged with forgery and lar- 
ceny. Mrs. Ellen M. Gay alleges that he 


got into his possession $4.000 worth of rail- 
road bonds that had been stolen from her, 
and that by the use of chemicals he oblit- 
erated the numbers and records of trans- 
fer and inserted others. 

By chemicals Prof. Doremus brought oyt 
the letters and figures originally marked 
upon the bonds. he experiments took up 
several hours. The case will be continued 
Monday.

Emile Zola’s Academic Odyssey. 
Tristan Bernard in The Paris Figaro. 

M. Zola, who had been a bear at the be- 
ginning of his career, became civilized in his 
old age. The dearest pastime of this so- 
ciable man was to pay visits. After call- 
ing ten or twelve times on each one of the 
Academicians he resolved to extend the 


circle of his acquaintances, and he visited 
all the sovereigns. He went to see King 
Humbert and Mr. Crispi. He astonished 
these elevated personages by the profound- 
ness of his views on European politics, and 
was surprised himself by the fineness of 
their criticisms on the most delicate ques- 
tions of contemporary literature. 

Then he visited successively the Emperor 
of Germany, the Commander of the Faith- 
ful, and the little King of Spain. He stupe- 
fied them all by his singularly quick con- 
ceptions of the most abstract subtleties 
of diplomacy. And he knew how to ap- 
preciate in these men a rare knowledge of 
our various literary formulas. Only, Em- 
peror William confounded him with Jules 
Verne and the Commander of the Faithful 
could not distinguish between the Abbé 
Mouret and the Abbé Constantin. As for 
the little King of Spain, he sincerely con- 
gratulated our national novelist on his 
latest production, ‘‘Joséphine, elle est mal- 
ade.”’ 

After visiting all the sovereigns of Eu- 
Zola began his African journey 
at ripoli. Then, followed by long pro- 
cessions of camels, he went into the in- 
terior. After forty days of sunstrokes he 
came to an unexplored region. 

This country was governed by a negro 
named Makar, who had French blood in 
his veins. This Makar was, in fact, a 
descendant from the famous Jean Macquart 
and of a negress whom the aforesaid Jean 
Macquart had married during a voyage 
of her tribe to the Paris Jardin d’Acclima- 
tation. 

M. Zola,.as soon as he was placed in the 
pression on Makar that the King intrusted 
to arrange the genealogic tree of the cele- 
brated family, adding the following words: 
‘“*Makar—Theophile, Toffa Salifou—instincts 
of cupidity derived from the father, atten- 
uated by the sweet susceptibility and the 
cannibalism of the mother. Predispositions 
to the scaffold. Negro King.” 

M. Zola produced so profound an im- 
pression on Makar that the King intrusted

to him the direction of the Government. M. 
Zola then founded an Academy of Forty 
Cannibals, whom he called Kopé, Dhuma, 
Loti, Melak, and so on. He was naturally 
appointed Director of this assembly. As 
an academy has no reason for existing un- 
less it makes frequent elections, the Acad- 
emicians met every Thursday, worked at 
the dictionary, and ate one of themselves in 
alphabetical order. M. Zola, not having 
the intention of remaining for a long time 
n the country, had suggested that the 
Soeeetsees list should begin with the let- 
er A.

Weekly Meetings of Protest Begun in This 
City hy the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union. 


The Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union held a meeting yesterday afternoon 
in Metropolitan Hall, 53 West Fourteenth 
Street, to protest against the opening of 
saloons on Sunday. The meetings will be 
continued every Friday at 8 o'clock P. M., 
the use of the hall having been tendered 
for that purpose by J. M. Cornell. 

Mrs. M. T, Burt was elected Chairman 
of the meeting yesterday, and made a short 
speech, in which she urged women to be 
constantly on the alert in their war against 
intemperance. ‘‘We are not protesting,” 
she said, “about the sanctity of the Sab- 
bath, but ‘against the sale of liquor on that 
day.” 

Mrs. Ellen Hardin Walworth of Saratoga 
said that many who were in favor of open- 
ing saloons on Sunday are urged on by the 
Passion for drink and money making, and 
they hasten to sign petitions for Sunday 
opening. ‘*‘ Why,” she said, ‘‘should we 
be called upon to have a foreign Sabbath? 


These liquor sellers are unremitting and 
Vigilant, but let us keep up the work.” 

Short addresses were also made by Mrs. 
Lord and Mrs. Frances J. Barnes. Mrs. 
Barnes. thought ‘many voices should be 
heard instead of a few.” 

Other women that were present and ad- 
dressed the meeting were Mrs. William 
Jennings Demorest, Mrs. Beebe Hancause, 
Superintendent of the ‘Sabbath Observance 
of. the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union; Mrs. Clinton B. Fiske, President 
of the Women’s Home Binsionary, Society;

protest against such action on the part of

The petition to the State Senate and As- 
sembly reads: ‘‘ We, the undersigned, citi- 
zens of the Staie of New-York, do most 
earnestiy petition your honorable body 
against the passage or any bill that shall 
legalize the sale of liquors during any hours 
of the Sabbath day. We are firmly of the 
conviction that such a law would not only 
be inimical to the best interests of our Com- 
monwealth, but would also tend to break 
down the sanctity of the American Sab- 
bath, which is the bulwark of our Ameri- 
can institutions.”’

As these guests arrived they were met at 
the outer door by the Reception Committee, 
cousisting of William Jay Schieffelin, Fred- 
erick Middlebrook, and Preble Tucker, and 
Were conducted to the drawing reoms, on 
the second floor. where they were wel- 
comed by James C. Carter, President of the 
City Club, and the members of the club.

of the Club; Frederic Bronson, James W.

There are certain questions that have yet 
to be settled, and when Mr. Strong takes 
up the duties of his office and settles some 
of these questions [I tell you all the unity 
will not be left. Then will come the time 
for you to stand shoulder to shoulder. It is 
easy to do so now, but I tell you you will 
find it different then. 

WW e must give Mr. Strong our support 
and aid. We are happy to-night because 
we know that we can. trust him. He can- 
hot succeed in dcing all we expect him to 
co _ unless he has more power. Tammany 
Hail has contro! of the departments. Wheth- 
er Mayor-elect Strong is to have full power 
will soon be settled at Albany. If the Legis- 
lature does not give him the necessary 
power, Tammany Hall will still control 
the depariments, and the rule will not be 
Strong’s, but that of Tammany Hall.”

E. Quigg as the first speaker. 

Mr. Quigg said that he was glad to see 
that those who, outside of the Republican 
Party, had aided in the municipal revolu- 
tion, had announced their purpose to in- 
terest themselves steadily in public affairs. 
He was afraid, however, that much of the 
talk of non-partisanship meant that when 
power and responsibility are cenferred on 
Republicans they must surrender the power 
to Democrats while they retain the re- 
sponsibility, but that there would be reci- 
procity on the part of Democrats. 

Senator Henry Cabot Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts was the next speaker. His speech 
Was mainly devoted to national question3, 
as viewed from a Republican point of view. 
Concerning the election in this city he said: 

; am quite aware that the victory in 
this great city, which placed Mr. Strong 
in the Mayoralty and Mr. Goff in the Re 
cordership, and which shattered the power 
of Tammany, was not a party victory. It 
was the victory of decency, of good gov- 
ernment and American ideas, and it was a 
vindication of the capacity of the people 
to govern themselves in this great munici- 
pality.” 

The Rev. Dr. J. Balcom Shaw was then 
introduced, and made a brief speech. 


HE WOULDN’T EAT CROW. 


And that Explains the Conduct ef 


the Park Department. 


The Hon. Thomas F. Gilrey, Mayor: 

Sir: The Park Commissioners’ amazing deter- 
mination to impose upon the park land of the 
Harlem Driveway a certain design net prepared 
or approved by any recognized park designer, ari 
adopted originally in direct opposition to the 
judgment of the distinguished expert already in 
the city’s service, has reached a point when I 
must beg leave to report to you an explanation 
given when I was a member of the commission. 

Destruction of natural features of the Harlem 
tract for the desired purpose can be justified 
with proper study and supervision. Without that, 
it is vandalism, pure and simple. A statement 
made at an executive meeting of the Park Board 
last January will show how wanton was the van- 
dalism then resolved upon and still in operation. 
The request then repeated that this unwarranted 
policy should be changed was answered flatly by 
one of the Commissioners with the reply, accept- 
ed by his colleagues, that he ‘* would not eat 
crow.”’ 

The Commissioners had made their own arbi- 
trary treatment of this city property a personal 
issue against a public already arrayed in indig- 
nant protest. 

.The plan then adopted was, so far as my 
knowledge extended, in conflict with fundamental 
canons of park making. It was indefensible from 
considerations of practical use as well as of art. 
Whether that opinicn be sound or not, profession- 
al learning has had absolutely no chance to chal- 
lenge this plan’s merit iw behalf of the public 
paying for it and intending to use it. 

The gross disagreement between the Park Com- 
mission and the experts qualified to speak on the 
question has been sustained on the commission's 
part in the spirit of personal int®rest expressed by 
the quotation given above. The work has been 
prosecuted in that spirit from the first, and it is 
apparent, since Mr. Olmsted's letter of Dec. 12, 
that the only way to eliminate it is to eliminate 
it squarely and sincerely by restoring to his 
proper place the landscape architect of the Park 
Department, and by submitting the design still 
uncompleted’ to his examination for study and re- 
port. What justice is still possible to the public 
and to the driveway will be done in that way 
and it can be said without hesitation that it can- 
not be done in any other way. I respectfully 
submit this statement to you for your considera- 
tion as the head of the Government of New-York 
City.

ONLY SEVENTEEN, BUT A SUICIDE 


Russell Lawrence Smith, a Student in 
Idealism, Shot Himself After 
Hiaving Read Yeltaire, 


PASSAIC, N. J., Dec. 14.—Russell Law- 
rence Smith, seventeen years old, shot him- 
self at the Spencer House last night, and 
died in five minutes. He was an accom- 
plished linguist, and was educated in Paris, 
where his mother lives. He came to this 
country three years ago, and secured a 
position with a surgical instrument hcuse. 
Those who talked with him last night be- 
lieve his mind was deranged by overstudy. 

A copy of Voltaire, which he had been 
reading, was found lying open on a table, 
and beside it this brief note: 

Dear Father: IT cannot stand this world 
any longer. Good-bye. From your loving 
son, ELL. 

Young Smith was an idealist, and was al- 
ways worried when he found something 
which served to overthrow his settled the- 
ories. It is believed that he encountered 
some passage in reading Voltaire that was 
contrary to his views, and that, in his per- 
plexity and worriment, he resolved to kill 
himself. 

Mrs. McComb, the housekeeper, heard the 
report of the pistol, and ran to the room. 
She found him gg, face downward, and 
apparently lifeless. She dashed cold water 
in his face, when he opened his eyes, and, 
exclaiming, ‘‘ It’s no use, I am dying!” ex- 
pired. ‘ ; 

Among his papers was the manuscript 
of an article describing a town in France, 
which he had prepared for a magazine. 

His father, Jiliam L. Smith, lives in 
Newburg, N. Y. His brothers, Eugene and 
Irving, live in Passaic, and» work in New- 
York.

John Polhemus, who died in Flushing, L. L., 
yesterday, was born near Haverstraw, Rock- 
land County, N. Y., on Dec. 15, 1826. As 
a youth he was compelled to sustain him- 
self by manual labor, and obtained employ- 
ment in a cotton factory.

His success was due to his great persever- 
ance, thorough knowledge of his business, 
and consideration for his employes. 

He leaves a wife and two sons.

He was born in London, Dec. 23, 1824, 
and carhe to this country in 1852, and had 
since made his home in that city. He 
leaves a wife and four adult children. 


—Darwin W. Sherman, a leading business 
man and capitalist of Glens Falls, N. Y.. 
died Thursday. He was one of the most 
prominent lumber dealers of Northern New- 
York. He was the owner of the Marion 
House and the Pearl Point House, on Lake 
George, and the possessor of large tracts of 
land on both sides of the lake. 

—Lewis T. Ives, the artist, died Thursday 
night at Detroit, Mich.

Vacancy on the Supreme Court 
Bench Created by the 
Death of Abbett. 


NEWARK, N. J., Dee. 14.—The eleven 
Assemblymen-elect of Essex County held an 
informal caucus to-night, with John C. 
Eisele in the chair. Senator George W. 
Ketcham was not present. The purpose of 
the caucus was to map out a programme 
for the delegation and to arrange for unani- 
mous action in iegislative matters. The 
Essex men intend to let nothing in the line 
of office that they are entitled to go by 
default. 

The Speakership was not seriously dis- 
cussed, but it is well known that Mr. Bisele 
desires to be withdrawn from the race. 
Robert Bell was suggested for the Clerk. 
ship and Edgar Williams for Engrossing 
Clerk. William F. Cyphers is also in the 
race for the Clerkship. He will be sup- 
ported by Assemblyman-elect Benedict. 

While Sewell’s name was not mentioned, 
it is generally believed that eight votes will 
go to the Camden chieftain for United 
States Senator. Franklin Murphy will get 
the votes of Assemblymen-elect Eisele, 
Duncan, and Olcott. 

It is rumoied that Judge Andrew Kirk- 
patrick of the Circuit Court of Essex County 
will succeed to the Supreme Court Judge- 
ship in place of Leon Abbett, deceased, and 
that Judge Thomas S. Henry of the Second 
District Court will be appointed to succeed 
Judge Kirkpatrick. The rumor could not 


be corroborated, but a lawyer who is close 
to Gov. Werts told a reporter for The New- 
York Times to-night that the men men- 
tioned stand in line for promotion, and that 
they have been suggested to the Governor.

HOUSES UNFIT FOR HUMAN ABODE 


The Material Them Not Worth 
the Monthly Kent Paid—Mors 


iu 


Houses Reported in Bad 
Condition, 


Pronounced and general surprise and com- 
tneut have peen aroused by the revelations 
of the Tenement-House Commission, the 
Board of Health, and The New-York Times 
as to the deplorably aged and unsanitary 
condition of the tenement houses owned by 
the Trinity Church Corporation, 

It had been known, of course, for a long 
time by many persons in New-York that 
there was a large number of ancient, tum- 
ble-down houses used as human habitations 
in the Eighth and Ninth Wards, but com- 
paratively few suspected that these rickety 
and unsightly buildings were the property 
of the Trinity Church Corporation. 

It has been evident from the replies of the 
Church Wardens and Vestrymen of Trinity 
to questions asked them by the reporters,

that even some of them were not aware 
of the character of their tenement houses. 

Among the business men who were vis- 
ited by reporters for The New-York Times 
yesterday, it was the general comment that 
the only course for the corporation to pur- 
sue, now that the condition of its tene- 
ments had been attested by the investiga- 
tions made by the Tenement-House Com- 
mission, the Board of Health, and this 
paper, was to enter at once on the work of 
tearing down the old and unhealthful 
structures and of erecting new and model 
tenements in their stead. 

These business men, some of whom stand 
very close to the Church Wardens 
Vestrymen of Trinity, gave it as their im- 
pression that there would be no hesitancy 
on the part of that corporation in perform- 
ing its full duty to the community and 
promptly amending the condition of its 
tenements. 

Further investigation yesterday resulted 
in the discovery of two of the very worst 
tenements in the whole Trinity settlement. 

One of these shanties is situated at 141 
WVarick Street. It contains two stories and 
an attic. It is, as nearly as could be 
learned in the neighborhood, 100 years old. 
The stairway is merely a series of steps, 
put up in what was originally an alley be- 

“tween. the—houwse-- and » the adjoining ~ one. 
The latter house is vacant, the last tenant 
having moved out some weeks ago. 

An old carter and his wife, however, 
cling to their rickety and miserable quar- 
ters in No. i41. On the ground floor of the 
shanty cthefe used to be a saddler, but he 
left behind him a floor piled high with many 
years’ accumulation of scraps of leather and 
other refuse. For a week or more the young 
hoodlums of the neighborhood have been 
making use of the saddier’s deserted shop. 

There is no water in the house, the only 
hydrant being in the back yard. The only 
, way the old lady who occupies the premises 
can reach the yard is by going down a rick- 
ety stairway, leading from a door in the 
rear on the second story. The stairs are 

exposed .to the weather. 
“It is no easy work,” said 
Mrs. Bibbinger, ‘“‘ for me to go up those 


stairs with a bucket of water. Old as I am, 
I have to carry up all the water we use.” 
There are no conveniences in the house. 
The yard collects the rain and the water 
‘from the hydrant, and holds it in big pud- 
dles. The walls of the house are no more 
nor less than the baseboards of a barn, 
dirty and rotting with age. The roof of 
the shanty is in the last stage of decay, 
and it is warped and curled into hillocks

and depressions The floor of the second 
story is a strange patchwork of boards, and 
is as uneven as the roof. The old building 
rocks inthe wind. Inthe attic, newspapers 
and pieces of muslin have been tacked to 
the ceiling to keep the plaster from falling 
on the beds. There are two old cess pools 
in the yard. 

Mr. Bibbinger pays.$12 a month rent 
for his quarters, and has done so for fifteen 
years. The material in the old shanty is 
not worth the price charged for one month’s 
inhospitable lodging therein. 

There is another of Trinity's unclean and 
unhealthful ramshackle tenements at 174 
and 176 Varick Street. It is a double frame 
building. The sun, or something else, has 
succeeded, within the last hundred years or 
so. in drawing the roof into outlandish 
shapes. 

There are two stories and an attic in 
each of the houses. The ground floor of 
176 is used aS a laundry, and that of 174 is 
occupied by a cobbler and his family. The 
upper floors of each house are tenements. 
The entrance to the second floor’ and attic 
of 174 is by a wooden stairway on the ex- 
terior of the building. 

The quarters occupied by the cobbler and 
his family are dark and squalid. There are 
three small rooms. The front room is the 
store and workshop, and there the shoe- 
maker sits at his bench with his assistant. 
Back of the store are two. dingy rooms, 
both very small and almost devoid of light. 
The house is rotting with age and is devoid 
of conveniences. he two rear rooms are 
more like. cells than places of human abode. 
There is no yard, except a miserable wet 
and unclean space about six feet square at 
the side of the houSe and in the rear of the 
wooden stairway to the upper floors. In this 
contracted space, damp, muddy, foul from 
long accumulations of refuse, is a closet, in- 
closed in a moldering, boxlike compart- 
ment. The walls of the house are dirty, and 
scarcely a ray of light penetrates to the 
sleeping apartment. 

The Goune is a mere shell, and with the 
colony of wooden tenements in that vicinity 
belonging to Trinity Church Corporation, it 
js a death trap for fire and a standing 
menace tu the neighborhood. 

The examination of the Trinity tenements 
by the Board of Health is RO ng forward 
rapidly. The Inspectors brought in to Presi- 
dent Wilson yesterday reports condemning 
thirteen more of the tenements. The build- 

examined and weported oF in a bad 
eabaition were 35, 39, and 41 atts Street, 


264 West Houston Street, and 421, 447, 449, 
451, 458, 455, 457, and 450 Canal Street. 

Their general condition was the same. The 
vaults were found to be unclean and .un- 
heaithful, and in most of the buildings the 
closets, which were in the cellar, were 
flushed directly from the Croton water sup- 
ply pipe, and the Inspectors found the water 
used for domestic purposes in great danger 
of contamination. The plumbing was old 
und leaky, and the floors around the ‘tubs 
and closets were wet. At 35 Watts Street 
the eave gutters leaked, thereby impairing 
the foundation walls. At 89 Watts Street 
the yard pavement was not watertight, and 
there were pools of stagnant wate.. The 
roof vf .1 Watts Street was in a leaky con- 
dition, the walls were dirty, the back steps 
were insecure, the boards in the front area 
were damp and offensive, and there was no 
drain from the area into the sewer. The 
latter was also true of nearly all the tene- 
ments inspected. In the Canal Street tene- 
ments the closets and the plumbing gen- 
erally were in the worst sanitary condition, 
and a variety of bad odors were encoun- 
tered. In the restaurant on the gronud floor 
of the Trinity tenement 421 Canal Street 
the Inspectors found a closet separated from 
the restaurant by only a skeleton partition. 
At 264 West Houston Street sewage was es- 
caping into the cellar. 

In their reports to President Wilson the 
Inspectors described more than half of the 
tenements named as filthy and dangerous. 

President Wilson forwarded to the Ten- 
ement-House Commission yesterday a list 
of sixty-eight of the worst tenements in 
the city. This is a list distinct from the 
list of Trinit®’ tenements, and was prepared 
at the request of the Tenement-House Com- 
mission. The tenements are mostly in 
Washington, Roosevelt, Cherry, Mott, Oak, 
Monroe, Essex, Baxter, Elizabeth, and 
Crosby Streets. All have rear tenements, 

The statistics gathered by the Health 
Department show a very tinhealthy state of 
affairs in thege ‘‘ worst”? tenements. They 
are terribly crowded, and their death rate 
has been steadily increasing in the last 
five years. At 67 Mangin Street, out of 
29 persons, 7 died this year, or at the rate 
of 241.3 per thousand. The death rate for 
the whole city is 24.01 per thousand. The 
most crowded tenement is at 38 Cherry 
Street. It contains 462 persons, The one 
at_14 Baxter Street contains 201 persons. 
_Col. Ss. R. Cruger, Controller of the 
frinity Church Corporation, called at the 
Health Board yesterday and complained 
that the newspapers were treating him un- 
fairly. He said Trinity would carry out 
all the recommendations of the Health 
Board as to repairing its tenements. 


GOV. FLOWER COMMUTES A LIFE SENTENCE 


A Bank Robber Who Killed a Cashier 
Wiat Soon Be Released. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec, 14.—Gov. Flower 
to-day commuted the sentence of John P. 
Trumpbour, a life prisoner in Auburn, to 
forty years, subject to deduction for good 
behavior, under which Trumpbour will, if 
allowed full time, obtain his discharge in 
April next. 

The crime for which Trumpbour was con-- 
victed was committed in Putnam County 
about twenty-five yehrs ago,.and he has 
been in prison since April, 1871. He and a 
man named Conroy undertook to rob a 
bank cashier, and in the struggle the cash- 
ier was kilied. Trumpbour was then but 
twenty years old, and was enticed by Con- 
roy, a professional criminal, to take part 
in the robbery. His conduct during his 


whole confinement has been most exem- 
plary, and his application for clemency has 


received the earnest support of the prison ‘ 


officers.. A petition fof his pardon signed 
by eleven of the jurors who convicted him 
was presented to the Executive somé ten 
years ago, Clemency has also been rec- 
ommended by the Rev. William Searles, for 
fourteen years Chaplain of the Auburn 
Prison; by Hamilton Fish, William Wood, 
County Judge, and other prominent citi- 
zens of Putnam County. , 


A “BOSTON TEA PARTY” WITH LOBSTERS 


of Lobsters Who May Be 
Fined a Small Fortune. 


BOSTON, Mass., Dec. .14.—Seventeen bar- 
rels, containing 3,328 ‘“‘ short ’”’ lobsters, were 
dumped into Boston Harbor yesterday aft- 
ernoon. They were seized at the. Providence 
station. The lobsters’ were consigned to a 
New-York firm, and probably came from 
Maine waters, although this is not definite- 
ly known. 

The law requires. that lobsters, when of- 
fered for sale, shall be at least 10% inches 
in length, and every one of the lot captured 
was below the standard. This is the largest 
seizure of the kind ever known in New- 
England. The shipper, if arrested, ‘would 
be liable to a fine of over $16,000, for the 
laws provide that any person in whose pos- 
session short lobsters are found may be 
fined $5 for each lobster.

Robertson, who was forty-nine years oldand 
a native of Prince Edward’s Island, stabbed 
his wife to death in this city Sept. 9, 1893. 
She had applied for a divorce from Robert- 
son, who was a profligate. This was the 
cause of the tragedy. Robertson met his 
death with coolness and courage. He left 


a written statement attributing his crime 
to drunkenness.

GOMPERS RESENTS THE IMPUTATION 


The Attempt to Adopt a Political 
Platform Provokes a Heated 
Debate in the Denver 


Convention, 


DENVER, Dec. 14.—The convention of the 
American Federation of Labor devoted the 
day to a discussion of the political plat- 
form, 

The trouble began with the reading of 
the preambie, which recites ‘‘ that the trade 
unionists of Great Britain have, by the light 
of experience and the logic of progress, 
adopted the principle of independent labor 
politics as an auxiliary to their economic 
action.”’ 

Strasser of New-Jersey declared that the 
preamble was a misrepresentation, and he 
moved to strike it out entirely? Morgan of 
Chicago said that he wrote the preamble, 
and the charge of misrepresentation of 
motive was a base insinuation, which he 
would thrqw back into the teeth of the 
delegate making it. 

Lloyd of Boston stated that *there has 
always been an auxiliary movement operat- 
ing in conjunction with the trades move- 
ment, and so 
enough to the facts to satisfy the position. 

Lemon of Boston claimed that the pre- 
amble had not been voted upon by the 
different federated bodies, and he feared 
it would reflect a political tendency that 
trades unionists might not all indorse. 

Tobin of Rochester declared that labor 
leaders *sold their position for personal 
profit. 

At this President Gompers arose and in a 
heated manner denied Tobin’s statements. 

‘““Name the leaders,” cried several 
gates. 

Morgan--Tobin, 
’em. 

Tobin—This demonstration is the 
proof of- the truth of my assertions. 

“You’re a liar,’’ shouted several dele- 
gates, while others called to Tobin to name 
the places where leaders have betrayed 
trades unionists. 

Tobin named Denver, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, Rochester, Albany, and New- 
York. 

Mr. Gompers took the floor and said: 

Those who cry “ Stop thief!" are trying 
to divert people’s attention from their own 
crooked actions. [Hisses from the floor.] 
Having been fourteen years in the labor 
movement, I defy Mr. Tobin to show a 
vulnerable point in my career. This charge 
upon any President, Secretary, or any lead- 
er is not true. Thee ry comes only from 


those who seek to tear down. You libel the 
trades unionists, Sir. 


Penner declared that Gompers was brow- 
beating Tobin. He counseled fair dealing. 

After the exchange of courtesies, the con- 
vention returned to the muck-vexed pre- 
amble. 

McGuire of Philadelphia declared that the 
preamble was untrue “Go outside,’’ he 
said, “if you want independent political 
movement. Such action here is dangerous 
and suicidal.” 

The previous question being ordered by a 
showing of hands, the yeas and nays were 
demanded on the motion to strike out the 
preamble. The vote resulted—1,345 yeas, 661 
nays. 

The compulsory-education plank was next 
Sullivan offered a 
motion to consolidate Planks 2 and 11, so as 
to call for direct legislation through the 
principle of referendum in all legislation. 
This was adopted by a majority vote. 

Strasser introduced a new plank, relat- 
ing to the penal law affecting seamen, which 
Was permitted by the chair to take prece- 
dence over the other planks. This ruling 
caused another outburst of bad feeling and 
accusations of improper motives were again 
made against the chair.

‘If the shoe fits, 
let them wear it. I have no personal fight 
on Gompers.”’

THE ST. JOHN’S FINANCIAL PANIC 


Several Small Failures—Proceedings 
Against Bank Directors Expected. 


ST. JOHN’S, N. F., Dec. 14,—Several 
small firms have failed in the last two days, 
but their liabilities are insignificant in com- 
parison with the huge failures of Monday. 
The shareholders of both the Union and the 
Commercial Banks are demanding state- 
ments, but have not yet received them. 
The published estimates of the biggest lia- 
bilities show loose methods of doing busi- 
ness. It is likely that the new Government 
will institute proceedings next week against 
the Bank Directors. 

Arrangements are being made for a public 
meeting of citizens to deal with the situa- 
tion, especially with the view of providing 
for the poorer classes; who are on the 
verge of starvaton. The members of the 


Government hope to be able to raise a loan, 
but English financiers absolutely refuse to

One Will Be Constructed Over the Hudson 
‘if the Cost is Not Over

If a suspension bridge can be built across 
the Hudson River between this. city 
and Jersey City at a cost which will enable 
the New-York and New-Jersey Bridge Com- 
pany to pay interest on the investment it 
wijl be done. But Secretary of War La- 
mont’s refusal to approve the plans for a 
cantilever bridge, with a pier in the river, 
has upset all the plans of the company.

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RETALIATION BY GERMANY 


The Sugar Differential May Be Ex- 
pensive to This Country. 


PROSPECT OF LOSSES TO EXPORTERS 


A Bad Thing for Which Repub- 
licans Must Share the Blame 
with the “Senators from 


Havemcyer.” 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The Republican 
Senators apparently are not worried by the 
fact that in voting on Wednesday against 
the proposition to take up the Sugar bill 
and extinguish the unjust differentials they 
placed the country in great danger of fur- 
ther losses by reason of, German retalia- 
tion, provoked by the exaction of the one- 
tenth of a cent differential on sugars im- 
ported from countries which pay a bounty 
on sugars exported.. Germany is the largest 
exporter of sugars to the United States, 
and on that country falls the chief burden 
of this tax. The framers of the Tariff bill 
disregarded treaty obligations in inserting 
the provision for this differential, and, now 
that the dangers arising from it have been 
pointed out, common sense should lead them 
to try to strike it from the bill. The retali- 
atory policy of Germany already has injured 
American trade, and the indications point 
to the extension of this policy to many 
articles produced in this country, so that 
the prospect of wholesale losses due to the 
unjust differential is discouraging to Ameri- 
can exporters. The Democrats of the Sen- 
ate have given no heed to the unfriendly 
attitude of Germany, and the Republicans 
are disposed to permit the country to lose 
heavily rather than to aid in abolishing 
the discriminating duties. 

The New-York Times has pointed out 
that twenty-one Republican Senators voted 
against taking up the Sugar bill, 
while twenty-three Democrats favored the 
motion, and that every Republican: present 
either voted in the negative or was paired 
against the proposition. The Republicans 
rely upon the well-known forgetfulness of 
the public to shift the responsibility to the 
shoulders of the Democratic majority. They 
are acting now as they did in the closing 
hours of the last’session, when the Murphy 
resolution, declaring it to be the sense of 
the Senate that there should not be any fur- 
ther tariff legislation, was before the Senate 
for action. Had the Republicans then voted 
with the Democratic Senators who desired 
to undo the work of the Sugar Trust, the 
trust would have been stripped of the one- 
tenth differential which now nets it from 
$3,000,000 to $4,000,000 a year. They delib- 
erately voted to give the trust the bonus it 
asked for, and thus placed themselves on a 
par with the Sugar Trust. Senators on the 
Democratic side. 

It is likely that béfore long the Senate 
will have another opportunity to put itself 
right before the country with regard to this 
one-tenth of a cent differential. Some of the 
Democratic Senators who made the effort 
on Wednesday to cajl up the Sugar bill 
have had their attention directed to the 
threatening attitude of Germany, and they 
are disposed:to attempt again to make tne 
Sugar schedule of the Tariff bill conform 
more nearly to the American idea of de- 
cency. Mr. Hill is giving the matter thought, 
and he may, make the initial move, although 
Mr. Gray and one or two others are pre- 
pared to take up the matter. Before this 
question of the differential shall be settled 
the Republicans in the Senate may discover 
that the country will not permit them to 
lay aside the responsibility which rests 
upon them. 


DISCUSSED IN THE REICHSTAG. 


Maintained that the Sugar Differential 
Should Be Abolished, 


BERLIN, Dec. 14.—The Reichstag to-day 
debated an interpellation by Dr. Paasche, 
(National Liberal,) proposing an increase of 
the sugar-export bounty. The proposal 
was approved by the Conservatives, Cen- 
trists, and National Liberals. 

In response to Count von’ Kanitz’s inquiry, 
Freiherr von Marschall, Secretary of the 
Foreign Office, said that the American 
sugar tariff was of great importance, as 
it infringed upon ‘‘the most favored na- 
tion "” clause. The increase of the American 
tariff on sugar had affected Germany more 
thdh any. other country, and it ought to 
be abolished.

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 14.—The. State De- 
partment printing contract was awarded 
to-day for two years from Jan. 1 to Weed, 
Parsons & Co,, which firm. underbid by 
$8,000 all competitors.

MARVIN WANTED BY THE: POLICE 


Printer of “Green-Goods” Material Can- 


not Be Found and a Place in Sing 
Sing Awaits Him. 


The person of Eugene A. Marvin is need- 
ed by the District Attorney’s office in or- 
der that it may be sent to Sing Sing 
Prison. Eugene A. Marvin was convicted

CAUGHT A THIEF FROM GERMANY 


BROOKLYN POLICE RECOVER MILI- 
IONAIRE KATZ’S JEWELS. 


Joseph von Rottky Married a Servant 
Who Let Him Rob the House—Prop- 
Recovered Worth $3,000. 


The police of Brooklyn have in custody 
Joseph von Ro‘tky, who came from Europe 
recently on the steamship Trave, bringing 
a large quantity of valuables stolen in 
Frankfort-»n-the-Main and carried past the 
customs officials. 

The police -heard of the case through Mr. 
Brockmiiller, a saloon keeper at Gates and 
Sumner Avenues\Brooklyn, who was a 
passenger on the shfpeen which von Rottky 
came to this country. Brockmiiller became 
acquainted with von Rottky on the trip, 
and when they landed he readily granted 
the request of his fellow-passenger that 
he be allowed to put his valuable posses- 
sions in the safe in his saloon. The articles 
there deposited were worth at least $3,000. 
They were: 

One bracelet, 
diamonds. A large diamond is in ,the 
centre. The others are clustered about it 
in the form of two triangles, with common 
bases. 

Two earrings, each with a very large 
pearl in the centre and a cluster of ten dia- 
monds about it. 

One ring, with a large pearl in the centre, 
and two large diamonds, one on each side. 

A brooch in the form of a bird’s head, the 
beak of gold, holding a diamond; the eye is 
a ruby; about the ruby, forming the head, 
are clustered fifty-seven diamonds. 

Brockmiiller began to suspect his 
friend, and told the police of the 
store of jewels in the possession of 
man who had traveled in the steerage. Von 
Rottky was arrested Thursday night. In 
his pockets were found a pawn ticket for 
a gold watch, pledged in Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, and a ticket for another watch, 
pledged in this city. 

The prisoner at once made a confession. 
He said he had recently married a woman 
who had been employed by a man named 
Katz, who lived at 76 Mendelssohn Street, 
Frankfort. The woman, he said, had re- 
ceived notice to leave, and had given him 
the opportunity, just before she departed, 
to help himself to Mr., Katz’s jewels. He 
left his wife and came .to this country at 
once, - 

Von Rottky was arraigned before Justice 
Walsh on the charge of larceny, and the 
magistrate said he could not hold him on 
his own confession. Then a charge of va- 
grancy was made against him, and Justice 
Walsh dismissed this charge, as there was 
no evidence that he was a vagrant. 

The detective then charged him with 
smuggling, rearrested him, and arraigned 
him before United States Commissioner 
Morle, in the United States court, and Von 
Rottky was committed to jail pending an 
examination, which will be granted next 
Wednesday. The jewelry is now in pos- 
session of the Federal authorities. 
_The detective came to see Consul General 
Feigel in this city. He had not heard of 
the robbery, but told them that Mr. Katz 
is a retired millionaire merchant, who made 
his fortune in the East India trade. Consul 
General Feigel said that Mr. Katz was both 
very wealthy and well known in Germany.

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DEBS GETS SIX MONTHS 


The Sentence for Contempt in Violat- 
ing the Strike Injunction. 


ASSOCIATES GET HALF THE PENALTY 


Woods Decides that the 


American Railway Unior Con- 
spired Against Inter- 
State Commerce. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—Judge Woods 
day sentenced Eugene V. Dehs, lead- 
er of .the American Railway Union strike, 
to six months in the county jail, as a pun- 
ishment for violating the injunction issued 
by himself and Judge Grossecup Juiy 2 last. 
To the rest of the defendants, with the ex- 
ception of McVean, he gave three menths, 
In the case of MeVean sentence is sus- 
pended. 

Sentence is not cumulative, covers 
the cases of the Government and the Santa 
Fé Railroad against the men. The same sen- 
tence is imposed in each case, but both sen- 
tences commence <t the same time, Dec. 24

The sentence is generally considered a 
light one. The case will be appealed. 

It was in the discretion of the court to 
sentence the men to any terms of years it 
chose within constitutional limits, and to 
impose any fine it thought fit. 

All of the defendants were in court with 
the exception of Leroy M. Goodwin, whose 
whereabouts are not known. The contempt 
for-which they were arraigned was the vio- 
lation of an injunction which forbade ail 
men to interfere with trains in any way. 

It was claimed by the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney that Debs and other officers 
and Directors of the American Railway 
Union had repeatedly violated this order of 
the court by issuing directions to their lien- 
tenants all over the country to call out the 
men, and advising the crippling of the com- 
plete railroad system of the United States 
if possible. 

The defense was made that Debs and his 
assistants had a right to order strikes and 
to continue to conduct their side of the 
fight against the railroads. 

The question of whether or not the court 
had jurisdiction was first discussed, and 
this question, after citing numerous author- 
ities, the Judge decided in the affirmative. 

The difference between a nuisance and a 
perpiatur, which latter is a particuiar form 
of public nuisance, was next taken up. He 
defended the issuance of the injunction on 
the ground that eminent authorities had de- 
cided that the courts had a right to inter- 
vene where irreparable damage might re- 
sult before the tardiness vf the law could 
remedy matters. 

Judge Woods refused to decide whether 
he had jurisdiction under the Inter-State 
Commerce act, and took up the Sherman 
anti-trust law, under which the action 
against Debs was chiefly based. One of the 
sections of this law makes it an offense to 
restrain commerce in any way. The Judge 
decided that a United States court had full 
jurisdiction under this act to punish all of- 
fenders as the Directors of the American 
Railway Union, making a new precedent 
thereby. In his decision, .Judge Woods 
says: 

“The persistent effort of the defendants, 
as the proof shows, was to force'the rail- 
road companies—the largest capitalists of 
the country—to co-operate, or at least to 
acquiesce, in a scheme to stop: the Pullman 
sleepers. , 5 

“This brings me to the question of fact, 
Did the defendants violate this injunction? 
Their conduct only is in auestion. Thetr 
original intention, it is true, was only to 
prevent the use of Pullman cars, but find- 
ing, as they did immediately, that that 
aim would be thwarted by the discharge 
from service of men who refused to handle 
these cars, they began, as early as June 27, 
the day after the boycott was proclaimed, 
to issue orders to strike, and from that 
time to the end. to the extent of their 
ability, they conducted and controlled the 
strike with persistent consistency of pur- 

e and with unvarying methods of action. 

é officers of the American Railway 
Union it is beyond question that the defend- 
ants had practical control of the strike, 
guiding as they chose the movements oi the 
men actively engaged.’’ ; 

In referring to the acts of violence and 
destruction of property by strikers, Judge 
Woods said that the alleged advice of coun- 
sel neither justifies nor mitigates a wrong 
or error committed in pursuance of the aa- 
vice. ; a 

“The right of men to strike peaceably, 
he continued, “and the right to advise a 
peaceable strike, which the law does not 
presume to be impossible, is not questioned. 
But if men enter into a conspiracy to 
do any unlawful thing, and, in order to 
accomplish their purpose, advise work- 
men to go on strike, knowing that violence 
and wrong will be the probable outcome, 
neither in law nor im morals can they 
cape responsibility. ; : 

“The original conspiracy against the use 
of Pullman cars became a conspiracy 
against transportation and travel by rail- 
road. Upen their-own authority, without 
consulting the local unions, the defendants 
converted the boycott into a strike, and 
with the aid of their followers, some of 
whom stopped at no means between the 
drawing of a coupling pin and the under-. 
mining of a bridge, whereby men should 
be hurled to death, they passed the strike 
to the conditions. -which prevailed when 
the intervention of the court was asked. 

““Much has been said, but without proof, 
of the wrongs of the workmen at Pullman, 
or an alliance of the Pullman Company and 
the railway managers to depress wages and 
generally to co-operate in oppression and 
arrogance. But it is evident that these 
things, whatever the facts might have been 
proved or imagined to be, could furnish 
neither justification nor palliation for giv- 
ing up a city to disorder and for paralyz- 
ing the industries and commerce of the 
country.” ; 

The convicted officers and Directors of the 
American Railway Union had a conference 
with their attorney, Clarence S. Darrow, 
this afternoon, as to the best way or pro- 
ceeding in an appeal. . “3 

It is probable that the Supreme Court will 
be asked to issue writs of habeas corpus. 

All of the convicted men look at the mat- 
ter in a serious way. They reailze that 
it is a great blow to the power of the labor 
leaders.

THE STATE OF TRADE, 


Dun’s Review will say to- day: 


Dun’s Review is enabled, by the kindness 
of several thousand manufacturers who 
have forwarded statements of their pay 
rolls for November this year, in 1893, and 
in 1892, to make a very encouraging com- 
parison of earnings for that month, which 
spaws an increase in total payments of 
15.2 per cent. over last year, but a de- 
crease of 18.3 per cent. in comparison with 
1892. The accompanying statement of hands 
employed shows that in the same estab- 
lishments 10.2 per cent. more persons were 
employed than a year ago, but 8.6 per cent. 
less than in 1892. The average of earnings 
for over 250,000 hands in 4 per cent. larger 
than in 1303, but 14% per cent. less than 
in 1892, and this statement takes no account 
of hours of work in the months compared 
or of the establishments not worikng at all 
this year. In some of the industries more 
hands are at work than in 1892, but in 
others the decrease is large. With the other 
statements which ae now being received 
cally, a more exact comparison will be pos- 
sible 

Contradictory changes in 
quite in order at this season. Neither the 
larger orders in some branches nor the 
depression of prices in others afford a safe 
indication of the general movement. But 
the working force does not lessen more.than 
usual for the time of year, the demand for

The detailed reports regarding the chief 
not altogether encouraging. 
The iron output increased during the month 
of November, and was 168,762 tons weekly 
Dec. 1, against 162,666 Nov. 1, but the in- 
crasse in stocks unsold was 50,149 tons, 
which averages 11,700 tons per week, indi- 
cating that the increase in production 
during the month of November was not sup- 
ported by the demand for products. Ac- 
cordingly prices have been declining, the 
general average of articles cuoted being 
only 54.9 of the average in October, 1890, 
against 55.7 on the ist of December. The 
minor metals are stronger, though apparent- 
ly for speculative reasons only. In boots 
and shoes the shipments continue to ex- 
ceed those of last year. 

The textile manufactures are, on the 
whole, weaker, although sales of wool for 
the past week, in part for speculative pur- 
poses, have been larger than one year or 
two years ago, and for two weeks of De- 
cember have been 9,610,200 pounds, agairtst 
7,857,200 last year, and 10,628,800 in 1892. 
The orders for Spring woolens do not ma- 
terially increase, but the current demand 


“for immediate delivery continues unusually 


large. Cotton goods are demoralized by 
some reduction, and by the announcement 
of a great auction sales of ! 27,000 pieces by 
Bliss, Fabyan & Co., and the ead prix 
in varous staples increases, althou print 
cloths are steady. 

The failures during the month have been 
swelled by many misfortunes at the South, 
apparently due to the extreme depression 
in cotton, so that the liabilities for the 
first week of December amounted to $4,036,- 
866, of which $1,427,415 were of manufactur- 
ing and $2,401,451 ‘of trading concerns, the 
aggregate for ‘the corresponding week last 

ear being $4,761,400. For the month of 
November the complete Statement of liabili- 
ties covers $11,004,306, of which $3,282,599 
were of manufacturing and $7,680,050 were 
of trading concerns. The failures for the 
past week have been 349 in the United 
States, against 339 last year, and 40 in Can- 
ada, against 40 last year. 


Bradstreet’s will shy: 


There is the expected slackening in whole- 
sale and jobbing lines customary immedi- 
ately preceding Christmas holidays. At 
some points stock acing has pegue, and at 
others will soon begin. With few excep- 
tions, sales of Christmas specialties, no- 
tions, and fancy groceries by jobbers and 
at retail show the only activity in the 
movement of merchandise, and no improve- 
ment is expected until the new year. 

All large Eastern centres,except Pittsburg 
and Buffalo, report trade quiet or dull. The 
first-named revorts unexpectedly numerous 
general orders, and better demand for iron 
and steel, astern woolen manufacturers 
have discounted expected effects in the wool 
tariff Jan, 1. Philadelphia shoe dealers 
report trade unexpectedly active.

Paul, and wluth, the volume of business 
has, with occasional exceptions, been small- 
er than usual, due | unseasonable weather. 
Cities throughout he central West and 
further West report a mederate volume 
ef trade, with no prospect of improvement 
this month. Restriction has been noticed 
in distribution of clothing, shoes, rubber 
goods, pig iron, and light hardware. 

Genera] trade South is very quiet, except 
for Christmas specialties. ercantile col- 
lections at central Southern cities are 
ter than had been expected. 
the distribution of fancy groceries, dry 
goods, and clothing leads. The feature 
at New-Orleans is the revival of exports of 
bulk grain.
